Montgomery, Ala., June 28.—Ex-Secre- 
tary H. A. Herbert today addressed the 
Alabama Bar Asscciation on the subject 
cf the “Duties and Responsibilities of the 
American Lawyer in the Twentieth Cen- 

‘tury.”” The constitutional convention ad- 
journed in honor of his address, and the 
address was delivered to both bodies in 
the state capitol.

BROKEN BANK 
BREAKS THEM 


Marquand & Co, Bankers and 
- Brokers, Go Down with 
Seventh National 


BLACK EVE GIVEN FIRM 
BY COMPTROLLER DAWES 


Failure Was Inevitable After Official 
Disapproved of Securities De- 
posited To Cover Loan of 
$1,600,000—Smith 
Is Receiver. 


New York, June 28.—The failure of the 
firm of Henry Marquand & Co., bankers 
and brokers, the name of which has been 
connected with the embarrassment of the 
Seventh National’ bank, was announced 
on the stock exchange today. The firm 
made an assignment to Frank 8S. Smith. 
The assignment was without preferences, 
No statement of assets or liabilities was 
made with the assignment. The failure 
was without appreciable effect on the 
stock market. 

Frank Sullivan Smith, the assignee, 
reached the office of the firm shortly 
after 10 o’clock and at once assumed 
charge... He conferred with the members 
of the firm and began a systematic inves- 
tigation of its books and _ impaired 
finances. 

Frank B. Poor, partner in the house of 
Marquand & Co., saig that Mr.. Smith 
was in charge and that he could say 
nothing about the affairs of the firm. 
The formal suspension of the firm created 
scarcely a ripple of excitement. “It had 
been anticipated, for the events attendant 
upon the closing of the Seventh National 
bank had let in strong light upon the ar- 
fairs of the firm. : 

At 10:30 o’clock Manager Scherer, of the 
clearing house, said that all of the banks 
had cleared as usual and that no further 


ne was anticipated in banking cir- 
cles. 


Railroad Deal Not Effected. 

Inquiry at the local office of the Pitts- 
burg, Shawnut and ‘Northern railway 
brought out an assurance that there 
would be no disastrous consequences as 
far as the railroad is concerned. 

“But didn’t Marquand & Co. finance the 
railroad?’’ was asked:* 

“OW, yes,"” was the reply of the officfal, 
“but they have the bonds and we have 
the money.”’ 

He added that Marquand & Co. had 
merely handled the bonds of the road, but 
did not control. it. 

Henry W. Taft, of the law firm of 
Strong & Cadwallader, attorneys for the 
assignee, made the first statement in be- 
half of the suspended house. He said: 

“I cannot at this time give any figures 
on the liabilities and assets of Marquand 
& Co. We have as yet had no time to 
look over the situation and it will be sev- 
eral days before a clear idea will be ob- 
tainable. Much depends upon the dis- 
posal of the securities, and particularly 
the inactive securities, held by the firm. 
A general view at this time gives a very 
favorable impression, but naturally the 
great question is as to collateral held by 
the house on its outstanuing loans. I be- 
lieve the creditors of the firm will fare 
very well, unless there #8 qa slaughtering 
of some of the firm’s securities. I can- 
not say at this time anything as to the 
resumption of the firm. That will depend 
upon the developments of the next few 
days. We will prepare a careful state- 
ment as to the affairs of the firm, but I 
believe it will take a couple of days to do 
. 

The firm of Henry Marquand & Co. 
consisted of Henry Marquand, who is 
the son of Henry G. Marquand, and 
Frank B. Poor, son of the former prest- 
dent of the National Park bank.

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country, not only in defiance, but in

“Now it is at least quite possible that 
in the not distant future American poli- 
tics may transform Mr. Webster’s warn- 
ing into history, for our electorate is al- 
ready beginning to be divided and must, 
in obedience to the law of social evolu- 
tion, continue more and more to be di- 
vided by that sharp cleavage which sepa- 
rates those who are contented with their 
lot from those who are discontented with 
their lot. 

“Under whatever disguises, called by 
whatever names, inheriting or seizing 
whatever partisan organizations, the 
alignment of two great political divisions 
of American voters who will sooner or 
later struggle against each other for the 
possession of the government will in- 
evitably be upon the basis I have named. 
The party of the contented will be 
ranged under one banner, and the 
party of the discontented will be ranged 
under the other, and that alignment will 
steadily develop, increasing sharpness of 
division until the party of the discontent- 
ed, being the majority, has obtained the 
control of the government, to which, 
under our system, they are entitled, and 
then they will be sure to remodel the 
present system for the distribution of 
wealth, unless we have previously done 
so, upon bases wiser and more equitable 
than those now existing. 

“The one party will be under whatever 
name, the party of capital, and the other 
party will be under whatever name, the 
party of labor. 

‘Tt certainly would tend to make pri- 
vate property far inore secure in Ameri- 
ca if the less unfortunate majority of

Panther, W. Va., June 28,—Peter Price, 
a negro, cornered in a house by a de- 
termined band of infuriated citizens bent 
on meting summary justice to him, 
charged with insulting a lady, in his 
desperate efforts to escape cut and killed 
George Hooks and F. M. McGran and 
seriously cut Charles Davis. The murder 
vcecurred at lager, a small town five 
miles south of here. 

Price, on seeing his pursuers, took 
refuge in a small room in the rear of a 
saloon. The mob battered down the door 
and as they entered the room Price 
threw himself at them with the ferocity 
of a tiger, with a knife in each hand. 
Hooks and McGran fell to the floor. Two 
revolvers in the crowd were discharged 
at Price, inflicting but slight wounds. 

With one desperate swing of his knife 
he laid open Davis’s abdomen and then 
leaped from the window. He was pur- 
sued and captured by officers, who hur- 
riedly sent him to the jail at Welch to 
avoid the vengeance of the infuriated 
populace. Hooks and McGran were both 
well-known citizens and indignation runs 
high.

Madrid, June 28.—The discussion of the 
religious conflicts in Spain led to such 
a tumult in the chamber of deputies that 
the sitting had to be adjourned. Senor 
Silvela led the attack upon the govern- 
ment for not preventing creed conflicts, 
but his remarks were drowned in a storm 
of republican hisses and protests.

Why the Firm Failed. 

The admitted embarrassment of the 
firm in cornection with the Seventh Na- 
tional bank failure resulted in the whole- 
sale calling in of stocks loaned to them 
for delivery, and they were obliged to 
buy heavily in the open market to cover. 
At the same time actions of tha clearing 
house committee and of the comptroller 
of the currency put official disapproval 
on securities in which the firm had large 
investments, and which figured as part of 
the collateral in the loan of $1,600,000 from 
the Seventh National bank, and which 
caused the suspension of the bank. The 
disturbance in the stock market caused 
by the embarrassment, and which de- 
pressed prices, worked to the firm’s ad- 
vantage so far as it showed profits on 
their contracts, but the blow to their 
credit deprived them of resources to take 
advantage of these conditions. 

Frank 8S. Smith, assignee of the firm of 
Marquand & Co., said this afternoon that 
he had been going over the books and 
lists of security for the firm but that 
probably several days*would elapse be- 
fore a statement could be given. Mr. 
Smith said the firm had many excellent 
securities and added that he had called 
personally upon the creditor interests, 
requesting them not Ww sacrifice any of 
the firm’s securities Which they held as 
collateral for loans. Mr. Smith further 
not think any of the creditors would suf- 
fer. 
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¥YLETCHER HEATH IS OUSTED. 


Mamilton, Ohio, Bank Has No Fur- 
ther Use for Him. 

Hamilton, O., June 28.—The directors 
of the Miami National bank, Hamil- 
ton, as soon as they heard of the em- 
barrassment of the Seventh National 
bank, of New York, aetermined to re- 
move all suspicion against their bank 
which might arise from the fact that 
Fletcher Heath, vice’ president of the 
Seventh National bank, of New York, 
was also vice president of the Miami 
Valley National bank and acting presi- 
dent. 

A meeting was called and a reorgani- 
zation of the bank was effected, whereby 
Mr. Fletcher Heath was not only ousted 
from the vice presidency, but algo from 
the board of directors. ur. FLW. 
Whitaker, former president of the bank, 
was elected president; O. M. Bake, the 
cashier, was made vice president and 
Charles E. Mason was elected cashier. 
It is stated that Heath’s holdings in the 
Miami Valley National bank have never 
been large and that he will be unable to 
overturn the action now taken.

London, June 28.—The royal proclama- 
tion announcing that the coronation of 
King Edward is to take place in June 
next, the exact day not yet being deter- 
mined upon, was read this morning at St. 
James palace, Temple Bar, and the Royal 
Exchange, with all the quaint, medieval 
scenes which marked the occasion of the 
proclaiming of the accession of the 
king. Today’s ceremonial was unherald- 
ed, so the crush was not sv great as on 
the previous occasion, but crowds quickly 
gathered from all directicng and throng- 
ed the points at which the anncincement 
was read. The ceremony began at Bt. 
James, where, from the balcony of tne 
palace the Norroy king of arms, in a 
briliant uniform, accompanied by the her- 
alds and pursuivants, in gorgeous tabagds 
and numerous. state officials, read the 
proclamation. The king and queen view- 
el the ceremony. 

At the appointed hour four state trum- 
peters, lavishly adorned in gold nud cm- 


‘broidered tunics, appeared in front cf tne 


balcony. By their side stood the Norroy 
king of arms, flanked vy two royal 
macers, bearing gold maces, and surround- 
ed by the blue mantle (Gordon Amorose 
de Lisle Lee) the rouge dragon (verard 
Green), the Somerset herald (Henry Farn- 
ham Burke), the York herald (Alfred 
Scott-Gatty) and the Windsor herald 
(Anderson Lindsay), all in their tuil om- 
cial regalia, and the earl marshal (the 
duke of Norfolk), the jord chamber- 
lain (the earl of Clarkdon), and others. 
The trumpeters sounded a protracted fan- 
fare, the Norroy King of arms bared his 
head and-read the prociamctivn in a 
clear voice, which must have been audi- 
ble to the royal part; occupying a rtanda 
on the grounds of Marib3rongn house, 
facing the balcony of the palace.

TORTURED BY MASKED MEN 


Fire Used on Mr. and Mrs. White 
and Their Daughter. 


LARGE SUM WAS SECURED 


Seven Occupants of House Bound 
and Gagged but Only Three 
Were Tortured. 


Wheeling, W. Va., June 2.—Early Fri- 
day morning six masked men entered the 
summer residence of Jacob L. White, at 
Brothers station, on the Baltimore and 
Ohio, just over the Pennsylvania line, 
overpowered, bound and gagged the seven 
occupants of the house and ransacked for 
valuables. They got $3,000 in money and 
double that amount in jewelry. 

Mr. White ard his aged wife and daugns 
ter were tortured by having INghted 
matches applied to their ‘bodies and their 
skin lacerated by needles in an effort to 
make them divulge other valuables, but 
without success. The victims were de- 
Serted and lay helpless for hours until 
Miss Sidney Mackey, a niece, extricated 
herself and secured assistance. There Is 
no clew to the identity of the robbers. 
White is a millionatre ofl operator. The 
victims are not in a serious condition. 


‘TWO MISSOURIANS KIDNAPED.

Washington, June 28.—The application 
for pardon of ex-District Attorney El- 
lery P. Ingham.and ex-Assistant District 
Attorney Harvey Newitt, who were con- 
victed and sentenced to.two and a half 
years’ imprisonment for their connection 
with the famous Jacobs’ counterfeiting 
cases in Pennsylvania several years ago, 
have been denied by the president.

TO SAVE HER HUSBAND 


Desperate Effort Made by Mar 
Ruthven To Prevent Exe- 
cution in Ohio, 


SWORE THAT SHE SLEW 
OFFICER AT CLEVELAND 


Alleged That She Dressed in Hus- 
band’s Clothes and Committed 
the Crime, but Her Con- 
fession Was Proved 
To Be False. 


Columbys, O., June 28.—Mary Ruthven, 
wife of the Cleveland murderer who was 
electrocuted at the penitentiary early 
this morning, made a last effort to save 
the life of her husband. 

In the presence of Rev. W. M. Langford 
and others she declared that she herself 
killed Policeman Shipp. She said that on 
the night of the murder she and her hus- 
band had a little quarrel and she left the 
house to cool her wrath. She met Charles 
Jacobs, the mysterious individual of 
whom Ruthven spoke so often, and he 
asked for Edwin, saying that he had a 
job on hand. ~ told him that her hus- 


band was not at home, but that she 
would help. According to her story, she 
dressed herself in her husband’s clothes 
and assisted Jacobs in committing the 
burglary. Policeman Shipp appeared on 
the scene and Jacobs fled, leaving her 
alone with the policeman. She used her 
revolver and Shipp was killed. 

Ruthven, when told of the confession, 
declared that it was not true and that 
his wife was innocent of any crime. He 
died in ignorance of her effort to suicide.

BUT FARMERS RUINED

Buildings Swept Away, Live Stock 
Killed and All Crops Destroyed. 
At Minneapolis One Wo- 
man Is Killed and 
Others Injured. 


St. Paul, Minn., June 2%2&.—Heavy 
storms, with more or less damage, are re- 
ported all over this section this after- 
noon and the loss will run well up into 
the thousands, while a number of people 
have been injured and many head of live 
stock killed. 

The worst storm was that which passed 
through a large district south of New 
Richmond, Iowa. It was a genuine tor- 
nado and did much damage to farm prop- 
erty, although fortunately no lives were 
lost. On a smaller scale, it resembled the 
tornado which swept over and destroyed 
the greater portion of New Richmond 
two years ago. Over a dozen farmers 
have already reported the loss of a part 
or all of their buildings, wind mills, live 
stock, machinery, etc.. and the loss there 
will be very heavy. In some cases the 
buildings were crushed down and in oth- 
ers swept away by the wind, while flood 
damage was elsewhere reported. Rain- 
fall of nearly four inches is reported. 

A tornado is also reported to have 
caused much loss about: Star Prairie, 
some distance to the north of New Rich- 
mond. Hector, Minn., reports all crops 
destroyed six miles north of there by a 
destruetive hailstorm. Bird Island and 
Montevideo, Minn., both suffered consid- 
erably. In these two cities the storm was 
threatening, but only minor damage was 
done,

The train scarcely stopped at the Plant 
system depot when the trio stepped out 
of the train. Senor Gonzales held two 
telegrams in his hands. He looked as 
if he wished to send a message. Senor 
Gonzales rattled off qa few sentences in 
the language of the Don. The whole par- 
ty crossed the tracks of the Flant systern 
to the platform. General Wood's secre- 
tary looked around bewilderad. He threw 
out more suggestion in Spanish and said 
in English:

After vainly endeavoring 
to get something out of him the question 
was put to himif he expected to be made 
president of the Cuban republic. ‘There 
were several verbal passugés at arms 'n 
the Spanish language before his arswer 
was framed up for publication. 

‘The general _says,”’ said the senor, 
“that he has been a fighting man. He 
fought for Cuba, and now that the fignt- 
ing is over he is not in politics.” 

General Gomez is an old man. He has 
the dark complexion of the Cuban and 
his hair and moustache and heavy gcatee 
are white. He ts older looking than his 
picture. He was dressed in a light liren 
coat and dark trousers and wore yellow 
pointed shoes. His most prominent arti- 
cle of jewelry was a large Masonic charm 
attached to a cheap chain that had been 
broken and fastened with a piece cf blue 
cotton thread. Not ten people at the 
depot knew who he was ond ne and his 

rty attracted no attention. 

Pe Gomez Kisses a Carolina Girl.

Training School at Athens Appears 
To Be Quite Successful in Secur- 
ing Gifts from Men Who 
Have Plenty of 
Money. 


Athens, Ga., June 28.—(Special.)—Affairs 
at the State Normal school are shaping 
up rapidly that will, within the next 
few years, make of that institution the 
largest and most powerful factor in Geor- 
gia education. 


ANORMAL: 


The Winnie Davis Memorial hall, a $10,- > 


000 dormitory building for arts, wl be 
started this fall. The Daughters of the 


Confederacy already have several thou-- 


sand dollars in their treasury and the 

2,000 subscription of the citizens of 
Athens will be available whenever the 
funds are needed. This building is to 
be erected chiefly for the benefit of the 
daughters and descendants of confeder- 
ate veterans. 

The recent donation of. $13,000 by George 
Foster Peabody to the State Normal 
school will give that institution a great 
lift. Three thousand dollars of that 
amount will go to the maintenance of 
a school of physiology, and if it meets 
with the success that is expected, there is 
little doubt but that Mr. Peabody will 
continue to maintain it, as this is one 
department of the school that Mr. Pea- 
body regards as an absolute essential. 

The remaining $10,000 was donated by 
Mr. Peabody as a nucleus for a building 
fund, He saw at a glance the great 
néed of more floor space, especially in the 
way of recitation rooms. The State Nor- 
mal school commission will take up dur- 
ing the summer the question of deter- 
mining the character of the building to 
be erected. It will in all probability be 
a large and commodious recitation hall. 

This gift of Mr. Peabody is but the start 
school. 
The need of trained teachers in Georgia 
has become apparent, and those philan- 
thropists who desire to better the edu- 
cational facilities of Georgia are con- 
vinced that the first.thing to be done is 
to supply these trained teachers. They 
find in the State Normal school the in- 
stitution to accomplish what they de- 
sire, and they will give such sums to it 
as will enable the authorities to carry out 
their wishes. 

There is no doubt but that the Ogden 
party which recently toured the south 
has decided to make a handsome donation 
to this school. The amount and the 
terms have not been given out, but with- 
in the next few months the normal 
school will be much better off financtal- 
ly by virtue of the liberality of these 
philanthropists. 

The donations that are coming to the 
State Normati~sctoot will: not all come 
from the north. glhere are Georgjans of 
means interested ‘in thé development of 
this school, Within the past few days 
a prominent citizen of Georgia, whose 
name will be given out &t the proper 
time, notified President Branson that it 
was his determination to make a dona- 
tion to the normal school, and that dur- 
ing the summer he would take the matter 


up and decide upon the amount of his | 


gift. 

Another prominent Georgian has as- 
sured President Branson that it is his 
intention within the next vear or eigh- 
teen months to make a donation of $25,- 
000 to the normal school. 

These are two Georgians who have 
spoken out in the matter. There are 
others who have the question under con- 
sideration and look upon it with favor. 

If the splendid start made toward a 
handsome endowment and equipment is 
continued, the normal school will become 
in a few years the largest educational 
institution in’ Georgia, and one of the 
largest in the south. 

The university gave a portion of the 
old farm at Rock College to the normal 
school. It begins to look now as if the 
remaining portion of the sixty 
acres will have to be given in order 
to provide ample room for the young in- 
stitution. al 

‘The indications are that the Ogden 
party will hold their educational confer- 
ence in Athens next year. It is known 
that such is the wish of Mr. Peabody and 
that others of the conference have ex- 
pressed themselves favorably upon the 
subject. Should they determine to hold 
the conference in Athens they will be ac- 
corded a most cordial welcome by our 
people.

Years before 
the war-the university had an elegant 
botannical garden, but it fell‘into disuse 
and has long since disappeared. 

Eight and a half acres of ground on the 
eastern side of the campus will be de- 
voted to a number of purposes. There 
will be sections devoted to the culture of 
different grain crops. Fruit trees will be 
planted in other sections and horticulture 
practically demonstrated. All kinds of 
grasses for hay will be grown in other 
sections. This portion of the campus ex- 
tending along Jackson street will be made 
a most beautiful and instructive spot. 

The dairying and creamery establish- 
ment of the agricultural department will 
be on the southern portion of the campus, 
along Baldwin street.

THEY: DECLINE: TO PAY UP 


Savannah Citizens Will Test the 
Right of the Council To Spec- 
ify What Material Shall 
Be Used in Making 
Sidewalks. 


Savannah, Ga., June 28.—(Special.)—Da- 
vid C. Barrow, representing objecting 
property owners on Gaston street, ‘has 
secured a temporary injunction from 
Judge Speer against changing'‘the pave- 
ment without the consent of the prop- 
erty owners. The bill in which an in- 
junction was sought attacks the paving 
ordinance and declares it null and. void. 
as it is contrary to the constitution of 
the United States. It is claimed that 
property owners on a street are not sub- 
ject to the whims of different ‘courgjls 
aS to what paving material they shall 
have in front of their property when 
they are called upon to pay for it. It 
is pointed out that there existed on Gas- 
ton street a pavement suited for that 
thoroughfare and perfectly satisfactory 
to the property owners. The city tore 
it up to put down a house draina~~ pipe 
and the bill says it is the city’s business 
to replace the pavement destroyed with- 
out cost to the property owners. 

The injunction was secured from Judge 
Speer at Mt. Airy. where he now is. It 
is the announced intention of the Gaston 
Street property owners to carry the mat- 
ter to the supreme court if necessary. 
Sltrould their contention as te the uncon- 
stitutionality of the ordinance be upheld 
it would compel the city to seek some 
other means of paving its streets. Under 
the present system the abutting -roperty 
owners pay two-thirds and the city one- 
third of the cost. Mayor Meyers vetoed 
the Gasten ordinance, but it was unani- 
mously passed by council over his head.

Registrars Must Put All Whites 


on the List 
{POL TA 1S) REQUIRE 


‘Resolution Seeks To Fine All News- 
'' paper Men Who Accept Passes 
from Railroads — Hunts- 
ville Men Send in 
Petition. 


Montgomery. Ala., June 28.—(Special.)— 
The Teport of the committee on suffrage 
which is promised for tomorrow can be 
definitely forecasted. It will provide 
boards of registrars with full powers to 
put all the white people on the rofl, but 
to exist only for a couple of years. A 
poll tax of $1.50 will be required of all 
voters, but is to be purely voluntary. A 
military grandfather clause is put on to 
last for two years, after which whites 
and negroes will alike be subject to an 
educational qualification, but those who 
pay taxes on a certain amount of prop- 
erty will be allowed to vote whether 

they can read or not. 

After two vars the legislature is given 
power to establish boards of registration 
with whatever powers they choose to con- 
fer. A long list of crimes is set out as 
disqualifications, including wife-beating 
and vagrancy. No one will be allowed to 
participate in a nominetion who is not a 
registered voter... The scheme is a com- 
bination of those in Mississippi and Louis- 
jana, the novelty being the short life of 
the boards of registrars to be succeeded 
by such as the legislature may create. 

Two ordinances were introduced in the 
convention to repeal the section adopted 
last week for the suspension and impeach- 
ment of sheriffs who were here Wednes- 
day and raised a tlaze about it. 

Mr. Reynolds, of Chilton, offered an 
ordinance to make the acceptance of rail- 
road passes by newspaper men a crime 
punishable by a fine of $500. 

Huntsville wholesale merchants sent 
down a petition for electing railroad com- 
missioners by the people. 

Governor Oates’ substitute prae#ing 
about $100,000 of bonds to improve the 
capitol and buy the remainder of Capital 
Square went off without being strong 
enough to get a yea-and-nay vote. About 
four hours were spent in discussing a 
section reducing the maximum tax rate 
from 75 cents to 6 cents.

He is 
over seventy years of age and his mind 
still grows clearer and stronger, his will 
power more irresistible. He has been 
la conspicuous figure in the public af- 
fairs of the state ever since the war. He 
is the only surviving member of the con- 
stitutional convention of 1865, whose 
work was overthrown by reconstruction. 
He was one of the most resolute spirits 
in the black belt all through that trying 
period. He was for many years solicitor 
of that circuit and resigned the office to 
accept a vacant chancellorship. From 
chancellor he went to the supreme 
bench, where his opinions confirmed his 
place among the most eminent lawyers 
who ever adorned the bar. 

He came to this convention at the per- 
sonal solicitation of the people of Green 
county. He had retired to private life 
and expected to enjoy a well-earned 
competency in peace and quiet. But his 
people elected him unanimously in spite 
of his desire to put the burden on some 
younger man. 

The fitness of his appointment as 
chairman of the suffrage committee was 
universally recognized. He is a man as 
famous for his fighting qualities as he 
is for his ability. This quality stood him 
and the committee both in good stead. 
He held the committee with a firm hand. 
He was acdysed of being aictatorial and 
obstinate an@ overbearing. But the fact 

- remains that had it not been for these 
very qualities of resolution and determi- 
nation in the chairman the committee 
would have floundered hopelessly. The 
spirit to do it was there, the pride of 
opinion was rampant. What harmony 
there is has been largely forced by the 
,immovable’ will of the chairman. His 
last great lifework will be to put through 
_the plan reported.

Five years ago there was less 
than $5,000. When the association was 
first formed three years ago there were 
less than 600 independent ’phones op- 
erating in the state. Now there are 
close to. 17,000. Then there were about 
500 miles of pole lines—now there are over 
4,000. 

The first convention of the Kentucky 
Telephone Association was held at Crab 
Orchard three years ago. It started with 
seventeen company members, and with 
the recent new addition® now numbers 
thirty-five.

VIRGINIANS AUAIN 


Ex-Governor Declares No Oath 
— Should Be Taken, ° 


DANIEL LEADS IN APPLAUSE 


Old Foes, Politically, Are Now Hand 
in Hand and Side by Side in 
the Great Fight Going On 
in the Old Domin- 
ion. 


Richmond, Va., June 28.—(Special.)—The 
feature of the constitutional convention 
was the brilliant speech of ex-Governor 
William E. Cameron in opposition to tne 
taking of the oath. Even those who did 
not agree with his views admitted that 
his was a magnificent argument. The hall 
was literally packed and jammed wDile 
he was talking. Ex-Governor O’Ferrall 
and Governor Tyler were two irterested 
nuditors. Plaudits from floor and gallery 
greeted the ex-governor’s speech, His 
voice rang out clear and defiant and with 
uplifted arm he said that before he would 
take the oath, which, to his mind, was ob- 
noxious, he would resign his scat in the 
convention. At this declaration, which 
followed a logical argument in defense of 
his position, the members of the conven- 
tion and those in the galleries went wild 
with enthusiasm. Not since the conven- 
tion assembled has such a scene been 
witnessed. From Senator Danicl’s desk 
the ex-governor delivered his impasstoned 
oratorical argument. To those who are 
familiar with the political history of Vir- 
ginia the occasion was one of striking 
contrast. Today Daniel ard Caireron 
faced each other as in the memorable 
campaign of 1881, when they were the 
rival candidates for governor. ‘Today they 
again exchanged flashes of eye and ex- 
pression of countenance. Lightning daurts 
and scowls of disapproval, however, were 
absent, Only expressions of approval and 
beams of satisfaction passed between 
these two once political foes. Daniel crew 
a chair close under the speaker and led 
the applause. At the conclusion cf Mr. 
Cameron’s remarks he was given an ova- 
tion. The echoes of other years when he 
was a leader on the politica] hustings cf 
Virginia. rang in his ears. Mr, Cameron 
delivered what is easily the most notable 
speech yet delivered in the ccnvention, 
saying among other things: 

‘.o oath is required of any..govereign 
on earth. There is no one to whom @ 
sovereign is responsible. The idea of an 
oath implies the existence of a superior. 
We are the people. To whom shall we 
swear fidelity?” 

The others who spoke on_the oath queS- 
tion were Judge J. M. Quarles in. opposi- 
tion to it; B. A. Davis, republican, in 
favor of, and R. Walton Moore in oppusi- 
tion. The convention, by the decisive vote 
of 60 to 14, postponed consideration of 
the matter indefinitely. The sentiment of 
the delegates is overwheimingly in fa- 
vor of staying here and golng right along 
with its work. This was proven today 
when Mr. Ayers offered a resolution that 
when’ the body adjourn tomorrow it be 
until the 15th of October, A motion to 
consider the proposition at once was yoted 
down by a large majority. The only res- 
olution of interest was one presented by 
Colonel Summers by request and vrepared 
by a lady in southwest Virginia giving 
white women the right of suffrage.

Somerset, Ky., June 28.—(Special.)—The 
trial of Mrs. Amanda Hunley, a mountain 
woman, and her daughter, Miss Phoebe 
King, for murder today developed unusual 
features. They are charged with kill- 
ing Mrs. Epsy Sellers. The daughter had 
been indicted as an accessory to the 
crime, but it was belleved she would 
escape conviction, even if her mother 
should be found guilty. Today after 
several witnesses had sworn thfhit Phoebe 
King held Mrs. Sellers while Mrs. Hunley 
shot her to death, the defense sprung a 
surprise.

MILLER DIES 
DENYING CRIME 


Safe Robber Goes to Death in 
Nazed Condition, 


HE TALKS TQ SPECTATORS 


Calling for Water, He Asks the 
Priests To Remove His Necktie 
and Collar Before the 
Trap Is Sprung by 
Sheriff. 


Birmingham, Ala., June 28.—(Special.j— 
Frank Miiler. a safe robber and the mur- 
derer of Policeman J. W. Adams, was 
hanged at 10:55 o'clock this morning, and 
Alonzo Williams, a negro convict, who 
murdered Bob Callahan, a fellow prisoner, 
at Pratt mines penitentiary, was hanged 
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FRANK MILLER, 


Who Was Hanged Yesterday at 
Birmingham, 
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at 11:58 a. m. here todey. Interest cen- 
tered in the hanging of Miller. 

Miller spent a restless night. Early in 
the morning he became angry because 
one of the guards stationed himself in- 
side of the cell. Miller did not like this 
and dashed a cup of water in the guard's 
face and then struck him with his fists. 
Miller ate nothing for breakfast except a 
raw tomato. He marched to the gallows 
at 10:30 o’clock, escorted by Sheriff Mor- 
gan and several deputies, followed by two 
Catholic priests, Fatherg O'Reilly and 
Muerrer. Three hundred people had been 
admitted to the jail vard to witness the 
execution. The prisoner mounted the 
steps and faced the crcewd before him. 
His march to the death trap was in 
front of a double row of policemen, prac- 
tically the entire police force not on 
active duty being present. As he stood 
upon the gallows Miller looked at it cu- 
rfously, examining the rope and beam 
above, to which it was attached. Father 
Muerrer read from a prayer book. Miller 
raised his woice and asked: 

“Ts there any one who would like to 
esk me any questions?” 

Some one cried out: 

“Who saved Clayton's life?” 

“T did,’’ Miller replied. 

Clayton fs the Standard Of] Company’s 
watchman who was assaulted the night 
that comnany’s safe was robbed, two 
hours before the murder of Policemen 
Kirklev and Adams. 

Solicitor H. P. Heflin asked the prisoner 
about the killing of Adams and Kirk- 
ley. 

“My statement about fit was true,”’ said 
Miller. 

Heftin-asked if Duncan, Miller’s alleged 
pal, who is under a Hfe sentence, was 
there. 

‘He was not,.”’ said Miller. “New York 
Harry was the man with me. Duncan 
was not.’”’ You are hanging an innocent 
man.” 

Milles was asked if he know who shot 
Watchman Clayton. He replied he did 
not. 

Praver was offered by Father Muerrer, 
and Miller stood with bowed head. Then 
he called Solicitor Heflin, saving: 

‘You see my condition, that I am cool 
and know what I am talking about. I 
want you to see this so that you will know 
that I know what I am saving when I 
say that Duncan was not there. Dun- 
can is innocent and you should have mercy 
on him and not hang him.”’ 

The condemned man asked for a drink 
of water. His hands were fastened be- 
hind him, and Father O’Rellly held the 
cup to his lips while he drank. Father 
O'Reilly read from a scripture book, and 
Miller Hstened coolly until'its conclusion, 
when ne asked for Sheriff Burgin. When 
the sheriff mounted the gallows, Miller 
shook hands with him and told him 
goodby. A brother of Officer Adams walk- 
ed up the steps and shook hands with 
Miller. Miller said: 

‘“T hope now that you do not think I 
killed your brother.”’ 


While the noose was being adjusted 
Miller asked to have his collar and tie 
removed, ag it kept the rope from fitting 
closely. This was done by Father O’Reil- 
ly. The black cap was pulled down. Mil- 
ler tried to get down upon his knees to 
utter a brief prayer, but could not kneel, 
owing to the fact that his feet were tied 
so the last prayer was muttered as he 
stood upon the trap. The signal was 
given to Sheriff Burgin, who pulled the 
trigger, and the figure plunged down- 
ward. His neck was broken. The body 
will be buried tomorrow afternoog at the 
Southside cemetery. It is said that Miller 
had no relatives in this country. 


Story of Miller’s Crime. 


Frank Miller, alias John Manning, alias John 
Hendricks, alias ‘‘Dutch Henry,’’ was known 
in almost all of the police departments of the 
larger cities of the United States, if not by 
actual experience, then by reputation, He 
was noted as a safe blower and all-around 
crook and as early as 1892 had his picture 
in Grannan’s detective bureau gallery in Cin- 
cinnati, being described therein as a profes- 
sional safe blower. 

The crime for which Miller was hanged today 
was murder, committed in Birmingham be- 
tween the hours of 12 midnight and |! o'clock 
on the morning of March 28 1900. This 
district was invaded by a gang of safe blowers 
and one by one postoffices in the vicinity and 
stores in the outlying districts were burglar- 
ized and safes blown open. It was noted that 
in every instance nitro-glycerine was used in 
doing the work and the operations were identi- 
cal in each instance, sHowing that a well or- 
ganized gang was operating. Efforts were set 
on foot to capture the safe blowers, On the 
night of March 27th the police department in 
Birmingham received information that the 
night watchman, J. O. Clayton, at the office 
of the Standard Oil Company, located in the 
extreme southwestern part of the city, had 
been assaulted and shot, and after being gagged 
the big safe in the office had been blown open 
with nitro-glycerine and robbed of a consider- 
able sum of money. Every officer tn the de- 
partment was notified to be on the lookout. 
Shortly before | o’clock, and but a few hours 
after the safe robbery, Officers J. W. Adams 
and George W. Kirkley, two of the bravest 
and hardest working members of the police 
department, met two suspicious men on the 
street. These men were followed several blocks

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They replied to the officers, one claiming to 
be an engineer on one of the railroads running 
through Birmingham and the other saying he 
was a fireman. The officers af first were in- 
clined to allow the men to go their way, they 
answering the questions put to them eo dili- 
gently and with such composure. However, 
they decided to escort the men to the police 
station where they could be further investi- 
gated, To this the men offered, apparently, no 
objection and started with thé officers to the 
police station. No handcuffs were placed on 
the men and Miller walked with Officer Adams 
in front, while his companion, whom the offi- 
cers aver is Frank Duncan, and who was sen- 
tenced to life in the penitentiary, walked a 
short distance behind with Officer Kirkley. The 
two couples walked probably a block when all 
of a sudden the two men under suspicion com- 
menced firing on the two officers. One of the 
officers fell immediately, but he managed to 
get up again. The two men broke away from 
the officers and ran in opposite directions, It 
seems that both officers commenced firing at 
one of the men, but they did not hit him an] 
both got away. The officers were both shot. 
They were sent to the hospital and there died 
from their wounds, 

As soon as the shooting became known great 
excitement existed and telegrams were sent 
out in all directions concerning the two men, 
a good description being given. 


Arrest, Trial and Conviction. 


Frank Phillips, special agent for the Tennes- 
see Coal, Iron and Railroad Company, in going 
to Anniston the same morning of the shooting, 
noticed two suspicious looking men get on 
the train a short distance from the city and 
go into a water closet. He wired to Chief of 
Police C. W. Austin, of Birmingham, concern- 
ing this incident, and a telegram was hastily 
sent to Anniston. There the two men were ap- 
prehended as they were getting on a train en 
route to Rome, Ga,., and Chattanooga. The 
two men proved to be Miller and a younger 
man named Tom Fay. They were brought 
back from Anniston. During the next day the 
detective force of Birmingham got hold of a 
man who claimed to be a member of the noto- 
rious gang of safe blowers and said to be 
known as ‘‘Sheeney Bugs.’’ He made a whole 
confession and tipped off the meeting place, a 
cheap boarding house in Chattanooga. Thither 
Detectives Bodeker and Disheroon hurried and 
with the assistance of the Chattanooga police 
surrounded a large number cof men in one of 
the up-stairs rooms !n the boarding house. The 
men were taken by surprise and three of them 
were brought back to Birmingham. It was 
suspected by the officers that Duncan was the 
man who was with Miller when the shooting 
of the officers occurred. Kirkley had died in 
the meantime and Adams was sinking rapidly. 
Requisition papers were got out by special 
messengers and the men finally brought to 
Birmingham. The men were carried to the 
hospital where Adams, dying, was propped up 
in bed, Miller and Duncan were kandcuffed 
together and carried into the dying man’s 
room and there he positively identified them 
both. 

The trial occurred in May, 1900, Miller and 
Duncan both being charged with the killing of 
Adams, the first as the principal and the sec- 
ond as accessory thereto. Miller did not deny 
that he was with the officers when the shoot- 
ing took place, but stated that the other man 
was one known as ‘‘New York Harry.”’ who 
has not been apprehended, and that **Harry’’ 
did the actual killing, He exonerated Duncan 
entirely. But the evidence was strong and 
both men were convicted, Miller to hang and 
Duncan for life in the penitentiary. 


Williams Goes Through the Trap. 


Birmingham, Ala., June 23.—(Special.)— 
One hour after Miller was executed Alon- 
z0 Williams died on the same scaffold. 
Williams met death in a religious frenzy. 
He went to the gallows clapping his 
hands, laughing and praising God and 
calling upon those about to meet him in 
glory. As he reached the top of the gal- 
lows tite condemned negro addressed the 
crowd by saying: 

“I am well gatisfied. Meet me in glory.”’

Agreed To Pay More Than the Pow- 
. ers Demanded. 
Washington, June 28.—A curious dis- 
crepancy concerning the amount of the 
Chinese iIndemnities has developed, by 
‘which it appears that China has agreed 
to pay about thirty-five million taels, or 
$24,500,000 more than the united demands 
of all the powers. This appears to have 
been an error of-calculation at Pekin. 
The question now arises what will be- 
come of the excess of 35,000,000 taels. 
Another question which has arisen in 
this connection is as. to the amount of 
bonds which shall be issued to Japan, as 
that country has called attention to the 
fact that its share of indemnity cannot 
be negotiated on as favorable terms as 
some of the other powers can make. It 
is understood that the matter has been 
considered of sufficient importance to 
bring to the attention of the president 
with a view to learning the general atti- 
tude of this government on the matter. 
The Chinese minister, who was at the 
state department today, said he was not 
aware that the total indemnity was less 
by 35,000,000 taels than the amount China 
had agreed to pay, and for the present he 


would ask to be allowed to retain this 
amount. It is belleved that the United 
States would decline to take any part of 
the excess and that it would favor all 
the powers remitting this ‘amount to 
China. 


MILLIONAIRES COMING HOME. 


Morgan and Other Magnates on 
Board the Deutschland. 


London, June 28.—J. Pierpont Morgan, 
William L. Elkins, P. A. B. Widener and 
C. A, Griscom and other wealthy Amer- 
icans who are to sail for the Tinited States 
today, chartered a special train to take 
‘them this morning from London to South- 
ampton, where they boarded the Ham- 
burg-American line steamer Deutschland, 
which salied today. The special train 
consisted of a saloon carriage, a second- 
class car for servants, a baggage car and 
one of the best engines of the Southwest- 
ern road. 

On the Deutschland all the staterooms 
on the promenade decks have been ex- 
clusively reserved for ten millionaires 
traveling by her. It is stated that these 
millionaires formed a syndicate and char- 
tered the entire deck for $22,000. 

The London Daily Exg§ress states on 
what it claims to be the best authority 
that Morgan would confide very momen- 
tous designs on international trade to 
the consideration of his fellow travelers. 


FRENCH MINISTRY TRIUMPHS. 


Law of Associations Bill Carried De- 
spite Catholic Protests. . 


Paris, June 28.—The premier, M. Wal- 
deck-Rousseau, has carried the most im- 
portant project of his ministry, the law 
of associations bill, which now only awaits 
the signature of President Loubet to be- 
come law. 

The chamber of deputies tonight, in a 
single session definitely adopted the bill, 
as amended by the senate, by 313 to 249 
votes. Several attempts were made by 
the opposition and socialists to again 
amend the bill, but the chamber tn every 
case supported the ministry. 

The Abbe Gayraud (Catholic republican) 
said the law would remain a stigma of 
shame and opprobrium upon the govern- 
ment. The Abbe Gayraud was called to 
order. Count Albert de Mun (Seine-et- 
Marne) declared the bill to be the begin- 
ons of a war against Catholicism.

CENSUS BUREAU FIGURES 


Males of Voting Age in Alabama In- 
clude Over 33 Per Cent of Il- 
literates—-Figures for Ar- 
kensas and Other 
States. 


Washington, June 28.—The census office 
today issued a bulletin giving the names 
of persons of school-age, males of militia 
age and voting age for a group of states, 
comprising Alabama, Alaska, Arkansas, 
California, Colorado and Connecticut. It 
shows the number of persons of school 
age, five to twenty years, inclusive, as 
follows: 

.Alabama, 733,222; Alaska, 11,408; Arizona, 
38,868; Arkansas, 529,375; California, 420,081; 
Colorado, 160, 531: C ‘onnecticut, 257,101. 

he males of militia age are: Alabama, 
328,949; Alaska, 19,708; Arizona, 34,231; Ar- 
kansas, 250,380; California, 378, 877; Colo- 

rado, 142,136; Connecticut, "207,696. 

The males of voting a e follow: Ala- 
bama, 413,862; Alaska, 37,$ Arizona, 44,- 
081; Arkansas, 313,836; California, 544,087; 
Colorado, 185,708; Connecticut, 280, 340, 

The males of voting age as a whole in- 
clude only a very small percentage of 
illiterates in California, Colorado and 
Connecticut, but in the remaining four 
states and territories illiterate males of 
voting age constitute from one-fifth to 
one-third of the whole number—33.7 per 
cent in Alabama, 28.3 per cent in Alaska, 
23.9 per cent in Arizona and 20 per cent 
in Arkansas. These large percentages 
are due to the great number of illiterate 
persons of negro descent in Alabama and 
Arkansas, illiterate Chinese and Indians 
in Alaska, and illiterate Indians and for- 
eign whites in Arizona. 

The percentage of illiterates among the 
native white males of native parentage 
and of voting age is 14.2 for Alabama and 
10.8 for Arkansas, and of illiterate foreign 
whites 3.9 for Arizona and 15.6 for Con- 
necticut.

Washington, June 28.—The importation 
of cotton manufactures into the Philip- 
pines during 1900 showed. an increase of 


..%.per cent over the importation for the. 


previous year, according to a compara- 
tive statement issued today by the di- 
vision of «insular affairs, war depart- 
ment. 

The value of the cotton manufactures 
imported in 1900 is given as $8,729,777, and 
for 1899 at $4,522,408...

RAILWAY I$ REORGANIZED 


Changes on Southern Lines of the | 


Illinois Central. 


SYSTEM =< MADE COMPACT 


Lines South of the Ohio Have Been 
Formed Into New 
Divisions. 


Chicagay June 28.—The management 
of the Illinois Central -has effected a 
complete reorganization of all of the 
company’s lines south of the Ohio river 
and also of all the lines comprising the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Railroad Com- 
pany. A circular signed by Assistant 
General Manager J. F. Wallace and ap- 
proved by Second Vice President J. T. 
Harahan, was issued today for the pur- 
pose of announcing the reorganization. 
The purpose of the change is to make 
the system more compact and to facill- 
tate the handling of freight and the 
operation of trains. Several months ago 
an order was issued reorganizing all the 
lines north of the river so that the Ili- 
nois Central system as it now stands is 
completely new as regards organization 
into divisions. The changes wiil necessi- 
taté a change in operating headquarters 
and big changes in the homes of train 
crews. The order provides for the fol- 
lowing make-up in the divisions of the 
lines south of the river and belonging to 
the Hilinois Central Railroad Company: 

The Louisville. division, extending from 
Loutsville to Paducah, Ky., and inter- 
mediate branches to remain as it is and 
in charge of H. U. Wallace as superin- 
tendent with headquarters at Louisville. 

A new division is created to be known 
as the Tennessee division and to extend 
from Paducah to Memphis and from 
East Cairo to Water Valley, headquarters 
at Fulton, Ky.; in charge of. Superinten- 
dent W. 8S. King, formerly superinten- 
dent of the Mississippi division, with 
headquarters at Jackson, Tenn., 

The Mississippi division as reorganized 
will extend from Water Valley to Can- 
ton, Miss., and will include the line be- 
tween Memphis and Grenada and the 
line between Durant and Aberdeen and 
will be under charge of Superintendent 


| A. P. Hilbrick, with headquarters at 


Water Valley. Formerly this division 
extended from Catro to Canton. 

The Memphis division from Paducah to 
Granada by way of Memphis is abolish- 
ed. That portion of the division between 
Paducah and Memphis is added to the 
new Tennessee division and that portion 
between Granada and Memphis is added 
to the Mississippi division. 

The Louisiana division extending from 
Canton to New Orleans remains as it is 
with the exception that the Yazoo dis- 
trict between Jackson and Greenwood, 
Miss., is shortened to make the northern 
terminus Gwynn, Miss. At Gwynn there 
have been built a new round house, new 
freight yards. and other accessories to 
freight terminals. The division remains 
in charge of O. M. Dunn, with headquar- 
ters at New Orleans. 

The reorganization. of.the Yazoo and 
Mississippi Valley Company’s lines re- 
sults in three divisions instead of two, 
as follows: 

A new division, the Memphis, will con- 
sist of the old main line between Mem- 
phis and Cleveland, Miss., and the re- 
cently completed connection between 
Clarksdale and Gwynn, with all the 
branch lines between these places. The 
division will be in charge of A. A. Sharp, 
with headquarters in Mempuais. 

The Vicksburg division will consist of 
the old line between Cleveland and 
Vicksburg, the Riverside division be- 
tween Coahoma and Rolling Point, Miss., 
and intermediate branches. Superinten- 
dent J. B. Kemp, formerly in charge of 
the Aberdeen division, now abolished, 
will be in charge, with neadquarters at 
Greenville. The New Orleans division 
extending between Vicksburg and New 
Orleans remains unchanged = and in 
charge of Superintendent Grief at Vicks- 


burg.

In Private Hands It Threatens Na- 
tion, Johnson Says. 


EQUAL TAXATION THE CURE 


When All Pay Taxes Alike Nation 
Will Be AbjJe To 
Control. 


Detroit, Mich., June 28.—‘‘Unification of 
reform forces and organization’”’ in its va- 
rious phases was the subject discussed 
at tonight’s meeting of the second nation- 
al social and political conference. Pro- 
fessor Seeley, of Ohio university, the first 
speaker, advocated direct legislation, the 
adoption of which he said would result 


evils that exist at present. H. Gaylord 
Wiltshire, of Los Angeles, Cal., argued 
for the co-operative system as against 
the present competitive wage system, and 
asserted that three years from now the 
co-operative system will be recognized as 
the remedy for present economic condi- 
tions and will be generally adopted. 

Professor W. E. Bemis, of New York, 
discussed ‘‘The Place of Trades Unions in 
Reform Movements.’’ He said: 

“In order to progress socially and eco- 
nomically, we must educate and organize, 
and I think that the unfons are giving 
men lessons that will help greatly in or- 
ganizing the masses.’ Discussing Profes- 
sor Bemis’s paper, Rev. Mills, of Chicago, 
said that labor must follow the example 
of the great trusts and by becoming polit- 
ical masters of the country, make them- 
selves an international factor. 

“I am one of those,”’ said Mayor Tom 
L. Johnson, of Cleveland, at the opening 
session today, ‘“‘who believe that the 
greatest evil threatening this country 
today is monopoly in private hands.”’ Mr. 
Johnson thought that the cure for mo- 
nopoly was equal taxation and said: 

‘The day that the evils of taxation in 
this country are cured, the day that all 
classes of men pay the same rate of tax- 
ation, is the day that this country will 
he able to control monopolies.’’

Vancouver, B. C., June 28—The steamer 
Islander, from Skagway, today brings 
news of an exciting flag episode at Skag- 
way. E. 8. Busby, Canadian customs 
agent here, acting on instructions from 


Ottawa, hoisted the British flag on a 
pole above his office. Several incendiary 
remarks followed the hoisting of the en- 
sign and on the following morning a tall, 
athletic looking man glanced up at the 
flag and stopping at the foot of the staff, 
took out his pocket knife and cutting 
the halyards, pulled down the flag and 
ran the halyards through the block, roll- 
ed up the colors and tossed them into a 
recess of the building. The man was

“This incident, which has caused no 
end of comment today, has been brewing 
for several days. When the flag was put 
up on the depot’ building the matter was 
called to the attention of C. L. An- 
drews, United States deputy collector of 
customs. 

“Mr. Andrews found nothing in his in- 
structions which he thought justified the 
Canadian officer in raising the British 
flag unless the Stars and Stripes waved 
above it. He accordingly called upon Mr. 
Busby and had a talk with him in regard 
to the proposed innovation. Mr. Busby 
showed him a letter from the chief cus- 
toms official of Canada, which stated in 
stubstance that as American customs 
officials operating on Canadian soil in 
conditions corresponding to his (Mr. 
Busby’s) office were permitted to fly the 
fiag of their country, he was entitled to 
the right and to go ahead with the flag 
raising. 

“On the hypothesis that the Canadian 
officials would not go on record with 
such a gtatement if it were not a fact, 
Mr. Andrews concluded that Mr. Busby 
was within his rights and accordingly 
took no action in the matter. 

“The question, which bids fair to as- 
sume international proportions as soon 
as the news of it can reach Ottawa and 
Washington, is being discussed today 
with the mass of sentiment in favor of 
the man who hauled down.the flag. On 
this strip of land, which the United 
States has ocoppied undisputed since the 
days of trangfer,in -1867, ‘the Canadian 
officials have gradually encroached un- 
restrained by the American government. 
By leaps and bounds the Canadian cus- 
toms house advances toward tide water. 
From Tagish to Bennett, then to Log 
Cabin, and lastly to the Summit, and 
when the customs ensign of Canada was 
hoisted at Skagway, it is small wonder 
that some John Brown would not wait 
for the action from Washington, and cut 
down the flag.”’

Arthur Pue Gorman. 

The announcement that Arthur Pue 
Gorman will be a candidate for the sen- 
atorship from the state of Maryland 
comes as no surprise, for he is easily 
one of the most important democratic 
leaders of the country. 

Mr. Gorman has enemies. He made 
them in the defense of democracy. 
While at times he has had to differ 
with his brethren as to party policies, 
he has always been a true party man. 
His defeat was compassed in the de- 
feat of the democratic party itself, and 
his reappearance upon the fleld of ac- 
tivity is due to a revival of the de- 
mocracy of his state. 

During his senatorial career Mr. Gor- 
man stood as one of the most distin- 
guished members of that body. He 
had the ability to cope with the most 
wily of his adversaries and in a crit- 
ical moment he saved the union from 
the passage of a law which would have 
made an Ireland out of the south. In 
doing this he rendered the whole nation 
a distinguished service. When Mary- 
land fell unfortunately into the hands 
of republicanism and an effort was 
made to perpetuate this condition by 
a fraudulent federal census {t was Mr. 
Gorman who led in the fight for a fair 
count conducted under state auspices. 
This resulted in a reVersal of the plans 
of those who had conspired against 
the true interests of the state. 

As a natural result Mr. Gorman has 
again become the standard bearer of 
his party and if the people of Mary- 
land should re-elect him they will have 
in the United States senate a valiant 
representative.

How Georgia Cares for the Negro. 


The attempt of the authorities of At- 
lanta university to belittle the work 
done for the negro by the state of 
Georgia is answered by The Baltimore 
Herald, which says: 


The public schoo] fund of Georgia is 
annually about $1,400,000, of which the ne- 
gro receives 38 per cent, or $532,000 in round 
figures, and not $288,128, 

The state makes a direct appropriation 
of $800,000 to the school fund, and the re- 
mainder is derived from speciaj sources, 
of which the poll tax and whisky ijicense 
are the most important. 

Even if all the taxes.paid by the negro 
should be applied to the school fund, 
there would be a deficit of $243,872. This 
would leave nothing, however, with which 
to pay for other privileges cf cilizership 
which the negro enjoys, and tor the <:vp- 
port of public institutions, 

The negro in the south, for instance, is 
the cause of the expenditure of large 
amounts in the maintenance of courts and 
the payment of officials connected there- 
with. 

And there is another feature to be con- 
sidered. in a large majority of the incor- 
poratcd towns and in the vities of Geor- 
gia the money received from the state 
scheo] fund is augmented by lo-cal. taxa- 
tion. and a local system is provided, with 
bigh grade teachers, long terms and mod- 
ernly equipped schoo] buildings. The io- 
cal system provides for the vegro child 
as well as the white. 

The most conspicuous feature of the 
south’s treatinent of the negro since the 
war has been its efforts to provide edu- 
cational] facilities for him;“and_ credit 
should be given for this. . 

Murray Hill has never paid taxes for 
Joy Street, perhaps; but the southern 
whites are paying very larsely tor the ¢d- 
ucation of the negro. 

The purpose of the university allud- 
ed to is plain—that of calling forth 
more liberal contributions; but it 
might do this without doing injustice 
to the people of the state. The Her- 
ald’s statement of facts is not halt 
strong enough, but it is sufficiert to 
show that Georgia has not been negli- 


gent of her duty. 


The Suppression of Lynching. 
In advocating stringent measures 


Governor Jones, of Alabama, said to 
the convention of that state: 

We owe it to ourselves and to our God 
to put a stop to this reckless business of 
man slaying. 

This declaration has been seized up- 
on by some of the truly anxious at a 
distance as an evidence of a new awak- 
ening in the south. Such an assump- 
tion is unjust both to the south and to 
Governor Jones. The proportion of 
lynching to the entire population 
when the crime, ;he sparseness of set- 
tlement and the territory is considered 
is small indeed, and the condition has 
been constantly improving. Local) of- 
ficers have been faithful in the enforce- 
ment of law, and while, unfortunately, 
there have been cases in which the 
officers were anticipated they have still 
made substantial improvement. § If 
there is less lynching in the south to- 
day than there was ten years ago, it is 
because the southern people them- 
selves have worked to that end, and 
not because of superfluous criticism 
abroad. As for Governor Jones, he 
has been on record for years. Before 
he had any thought of reaching the 
executive office of his state he was 
called upon to preserve the law, and in 
a notable case in Birmingham gave 
extreme proof of his courage and de- 
termination. It was after a record 
thus made that he was called to the 
executive chair, largely as an approval 
of his fearlessness. The injtistice of

If the south is left to work out her vwn 
selvation in this and other matters, she 
wil] do so without discredit to traditions 
that fully equal those of the north of 
west. The unwise bitterness and revilings 
of certain portions of an ajready ante- 
dated faction are responsible for some of 
the tardiness of the southern people in 
this regard. 

This is all we ask—to be given credit 
for the government of our own Ccoun-

An Unlikely Contingency. 

The news service of a public organ 
which places politics first is generally 
colored by that fact. 

Hence when we see in the columns 

of The New York Sun the following 
paragraph there is ny occasion for sur- 
prise: 
. Montgomery, Ala., June 21.—It has been 
learned here that the negro preachers 
are beginning to advocate from the pul- 
pits an exodus of the negroes in case the 
constitutional convention disfranchises 
them. The large land owners have been 
advocating a conservative policy on the 
suffrage, taking the open ground that 
they would rather continue counting out 
the negro at elections than to lose his 
labor. The preachers advise going to 
Texas and Arkansas. 

The contingency here anticipated is 
very remote. Thirty-five years ago the 
negroes of the south were told that 
they had some close friends in Massa- 
chusetts. Notwithstanding that fact, 
the city of Boston is today belted 
around with abandoned farms, for 
which no tillers:can be found. The 
negroes of the south could have gone 
up there in force, occupied these lands, 
enjoyed the remarkably high . wage 
rate said to prevail in that state, have 
attended the musical and literary en- 
tertainments of the Hub, and would 
have been entertained in many other 
ways. The railroads leading from At- 
lanta, for instance, to Boston, have at 
all times been anxious to encourage 
travel, and the rate by steamship from 
the south to Boston has been very iow, 
indeed. Yet the fact remains that the 
“poor and oppressed negro,” ‘“‘without 
the ballot,” “deprived of his personal 
rights” and all that sort of thing, has 
failed to avail himself of the opportu- 
nity of becoming a fellow citizen with 
the editor of The Boston Transcript. 

Why these negroes should have neg- 
lected such an opportunity is past all 
understanding, but such is the fact, 
and they seem to prefer the conditions 
under which they exist in the south to 
all the advantages offered them in the 
little strip of country running from 
Hartford, Conn., to Boston, Mass. 

The negroes may be depended upon 
to remain in Alabama, where they can 
earn an honest living, instead of going 
to Illinois, where they would be shot 
to death for presuming to ask for work. 


The~Criminal Appeal. 

Qne of the greatest incentives to 
crime is the indiscriminate appeal left 
open to the convicted felon. It leaves 
the law at a disadvantage, wears out 
the patience of prosecution and ren- 
ders allied criminality well nigh un- 
assailable. : 

The New York Press tells of a third 
trial for an atrocious murder in that 
state whieh leaves the prisoner in a 
better position than ever, though his 
guilt is certain. While in Georgia the 
filing of an appeal on the day set for 
a hanging can stop it at the last mo- 
ment, and this upon the flimsiest of 
pretexts. There is also in mind the 
California case in which a woman poi- 
soner once convicted is likely to go 
free on a second trial because of the 
expense involved in a second trip of 
the witnesses across the continent. 
This moves The Press to say that “no 
one imagines that the conditions thus 
represented are not largely responsible 
for the ten thousand annual homicides 
and one hundred annual lynchings 
which make this country the most 
bloodily lawless in the civilized world,” 
and then: 

There fs a certain remedy for this state 
of affairs. It has almost extinguished 
the crime of murder in England. It is 
to give every prisoner one fair trial and 
to punish him or free him at the end of 
it. This means the abolition of the right 
of appeal, save for clemency, in crimi- 
nal cases, and the termination of the 
abuse, which has attained monstrous di- 
mensions, of appellate courts granting 
practical pardons on tortured technicali- 
ties. 

The uncertainty to gvhich The Press 
refers is undoubtedly Bne of the great- 
est causes of lawlessness in the coun- 
try, and it is quite correct in the as- 
sumption that the controlling motive 
in many lynchings is that of avoiding 
the defeat of justice sure to be brought 
about by the appeal to a higher court. 
Our supreme courts are kept busy lis- 
teéning to cases brought there only for 
delay, and for the well known purpose 
of wearing out the prosecution. Thus 
when a neighborhood is stfrred up by 
an atrocious crime, with the criminal 
in hand, the mob knows but too well 
that to surrender him to the law means 
procrastination, appeal, the defeat of 
justice and the triumph of lawlessness. 
There is no reason why the decision of 
a court of competent jurisdiction once 
rendered should not stand. The as- 
sumption that the superior court 
judges of a whole commonwealth are 
but a parcel of school boys, to be cor- 
rected and lectured by a master, is 
unjust to them. What we want is less 
appeal and more certainty of the exe- 
cution of sentence.

ditions in the Samoan islands since the 
transfer of Tutuila and Manua to the 
United States and Savaii and Upolu _ to 
the German government is the subject 
of 4 report by the British consul located 
in the islands, a copy of which has just 
been received by the treasury bureau of 
Statistics. The report is as follows: 

The islands of Sevaii and Upolu were 
annexed by’ Germany on March l,. 1900. 
Shortly afterwards, on April 17th, the 
United States took possession of Tutuila 
and Manua. The only export for many 
years has been copra, amounting to—in 
1897, 45,000 pounds; 1898, 60,000 pounds; 1899, 
90,000 pounds; 1900, 46,00. Copra, largely 
used for the manufacture of soap and 
candies, etc., goes to the United King- 
dom, France, Russia, Italy and the 
United States, principally to the United 
Kingdom and Germany. One of the first 
acts of the government was to protect 
the natives by enforcing fair weights; he 
is now endeavoring them to make a _bet- 
ter article. 

“At the present time cacao is engaging 
much attention here. At a distance of 
two or three miles from the sea it grows 
almost wild and can be cultivated with 
success everywhere in Samoa, except, 
perhaps, on the summit of the moun- 
tains, where the climate will probably 
be too cold. The quality is good. Mr. 
Carruthers's cacao fetched lately 
highest price in the London market. The 

overnor is introducing plants of the 
amous Soconusoo variety from Mexico. 
Cacao planting should draw the atten- 
tion of home capitalists. The great draw- 
back is that leases from the natives for 
a longer period than ten years are not 
likely to be confirmed, as the goVerament 
does not wish to encourage land specu- 
lators, and refers any applications of 
this kind to the Berlin authorities. 

“Coffee has been a failure. Even the 
hardy Liberian coffee introduced a few 
years agc is now suffering from the 
Same disease that destroyed the Mocha 
and other varieties. Vanilla and kola 
promise well. Rubber should also suc- 
ceed. Bananas and pineapples are ship- 
ped occasionally to Auckland itn small 
quantities, but the time occupied if 


transit is too long, and the fruit is often 
spoiled on the voyage. 

“The principal articles imported are 
salt beef, in kegs and tinned meats, en- 
tirely from Auckland; soap from Auck- 
land and Sydney; prints, long cloth and 
other articles af drapery, etc., prine 
cipally from Auckland and Sydney, al- 
though ieiegs the last three years mer- 
chants have begun to import from Ham- 
burg many articles formerly’ brought 
from the colonies; kerosene oil, tinned 
biscuits and lumber come from San 
Francisco. 

“Commercial travelers from Auckland 
and Sydney visit Samoa regularly for 
orders. The large German firm estab- 
lished by the Godeffroys, for many years 
established in this group, imports from 
Hamburg the greatest part of the man- 
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ufactured goods used in the carrying on 
of its business. 

“At present the import duties are as 
follows: Ale, 30 cents per dozen quarts; 
spirits, $2.50 per lion; wine, $1 per gal- 
lon; sparkling wine, $1.50 per gallon; to- 
bacco, 0 cents per pound; cigars, $1 per 
pound; sportiug arms, $4 each; gun- 
powder, cents per pound. On all other 
articles, ad valorem, 2 per cent on in- 
voice, cost and charges. It is supposed 
that some alternations will be made be- 
fore long in this tariff. 

“Storekeeps pay a yearly tax of from 
$12 to $100 per annum, according to the 
busines#™done. The tax on buildings is 1 
per cent yearly on two-thirds of their 
value; that on trades and professions is 
from $8 to r annum. There is an 
export tax of 21-2 per cent on the value 
of copra shipped. All of the above were 
imposed originally in accordance with 
the Berlin treaty of 1889. 

Pe an sulation of German Samoa con- 
sists of about 200 whites, 300 half-castes 
and 32.000 natives. Imports; therefofe, 
cannot be very large, native wants in a 
climate like this being very limited; but 
should planting companies be formed and 
the land utilized matters will assume a 
very different aspect. 

“There is more protection for property 
now than formerly was the case when 
the islands were under the rule of a na- 
tive sovereign. The government is con- 
cillating both parties with much success, 
and at present the relations between the 
natives and all foreigners are most ami- 
cable. If a rebellion should occur” it 
would arise out of the disputes between 
the old conflicting native factions. 

“The area of Upolu is 220,000 acres, of 
Savaii 410,000 acres, in all 630,000 acres, 
of which about 20,000 acres are now being 
cultivated. One hundred and fifty thou- 
sand acres have been sold to foreigners. 
Commerce would be increased to a very 
large extent should the land generally 
be thrown open to improvement by sale 
or forty-year leases. The price of the 
land ranges between $2.50 and $25 per 
acre, according to its situation and im- 
provements. An American company 
lately sold geveral thousand acres in 
blocks at from $2 to $5 per acre. 

“There are several schools in Apia, 
Roman Catholic and Protestant, in which 
English services are regularly held. 

“The area of Tatuila and Manua is 
small, perhaps 35,000 acres, much of 
which is steep and mountainous. Tutuila 
is seventy miles from Apia. Four thon- 
sand natives are living on Tutuila and 
1,990 on Manua and about twenty whites 
and as many half-castes.”’ 

The imports of the Samoan group in 
1900 were about £80.000 in value and 
the exports £48,000. No details of 
the 1900 commerce were available when 
the report was sent, but the _ 1899 
figures showed that the United States 
held second rank in the countries sup- 
plying the imports, the figures being: 
From British empire, 70.137 pounds, from 
the United States 18,548 pounds, from 
Germany 16,290 pounds.

Philadelphia Record: At 
record of the legislature 
have been finally closed. It is a mild state- 
ment of a most deplorable fact to say that 
this record cottid hardly have been worse. 
Whether the acts of the legislature be con- 
sidered collect'vely or in detail, they comprise 
a damning total. They constitute g record 
with scarcely a redeeming feature—a record 
reeking with extravagance, perfidy, corruption, 
Violations of constitutional restrictions, defi- 
ance of decent public sentiment, broken pledges 
and public spoltation. Both in what it did 
and what it left undone, the expiring law- 
making body will go down to history as the 
worst that ever scandalized, discredited and 
plundered this or any other free common- 
wealth. Even the carpet-bag legislatures of the 
south in reconstruction days were novices in 
the enactment of iniquitous legislation by com- 
pariron with the Pennsylvania machine legis- 
lature which will adjourn tcday. 

From the day when both brenches of the 
legislature were organized in the machine in- 
terest, byt the treachery of men elected by 
honest constituencies to oppose the schemes of 
public plunderers, the only important legisila- 
tion that has stood a chance of enactment has 
been that designed to promote private or parti- 
san jobbery or to ruthlessly desnoil the people 
of their desrest and most cherished rights. 
Cities have been deprived of self-government; 
officers elected by the people have been turned 
out of their places without accusation or trial 
and supplanted by the creatures of executive 
power: the state’s most valuab'te franchises 
have been given, without a cent of compensa- 
tion, to the banded plunderers who had seized 
the citade] of legislati:e power for the sole pur- 
pose of levying tribute upon every interest that 
could b2 compelled to stand and deliver; polit- 
ical debts huve been paid from the public 
treasury or by the creation of needless offices, 
and political opponents have been punished by 
any device that malice could suggest or long 
practice in legislative chicanery compass. 
Pledges to «cnact honest bullot legislation were 
contefmptuously revudiated. Bills that could 
not secure a cons:itutional majority by honest 
means were enacted by the padding of the 
roll call, the presiding officer of the house hav- 
ing sustained Ly his rulings the falsified rec- 
ord3s. Measures in the public interest that 
couid nut be ‘beaten otherwise were lost or 
stolen between the two Mouser. But why con- 
tinue the shameful! -recital of legislative duty 
negiected and cf legislative job>very enacted? 
There isn’t an honest citizen frcm Lake Erie 
to the Delaware who ts not already acquainted 
with the foul record in all its sickening de- 
tails, and whose face «oesn’'t mantle with 
shame wherever he recalls it. 

It should not be forgotten, however, that 
there is a reverse side to this picture. While 
it is a stern duty to inilict @xcoriation where 
justiy deserved, it is 1 pleasant one to award 
commenfation where honestly earned, The 
herofe little band of sincere denocrats and in- 
incorrupt ble insurgent republicans who, in the 
face of foreordained defvat, exposed and op- 
posed every iniquitos measure brought before 
the legislature, deserve to be gratefuliy remem- 
bered. It was not their fault that they were 
reiuced in numbers from a clea™ tnajority te 
a helpless minority by the treachery and de- 
sertion of thore elected and pl-dzed to stand 
with them, Where others were faithless they 
were faithful; and faithfulness in the face of

He did not tell his 
name nor where he came from. No one knew 
him, and he even refused Mr. Yates’ 
kind offer to carry him to Montezuma for 
medical attention. The next day the lonely 
traveler was seen plodding along severa! miles 
away, dressed in a new suit of clothes, proba- 
bly given him by some one who saw his dis- 
tress. He had taken up anew the burden of 
life, perhaps remembering that he had seen 
better days. If Mr. Yates had not passed 
when he did, the old man would have died all 
alone in the grave he dug.

Still vigorous in intellect at the ripe old 
age of eighty-two years Herbert Spencer, 
the philosopher, has published a plea to 
the nations to cultivate what he calis 
the “religion of amity” rather than the 
war spirit which now seems to prevail 
everywhere. He writes: 

“Whatever fosters militarism makes 
for barbarism; whatever fosters peace 
makes for civilization. There are two 
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HERBERT 8PENCER. 
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fundamentally opposed principles on 
which social Hfe may be organized—com- 
pulsory co-operation and voluntary co- 
operation, the one implying coercive in- 
Stitutions, the other free institutions. 

“Just in proportion as militant activity 
is great does the coercive regime more 
pervade the whok society. Hence to op- 
pose militancy is to oppose return to- 
ward despotism. My fear is that the 
retrograde movement will become too 
strong to be checked by argument or ex- 
hortation.’’ 

Mr. Spencer has just entered upon his 
eighty-second year. He is living a very 
lonely life in his retreat at Brighton, 
where from his window he can look out 
upon the sea. His health has not been 
as good as usual of late, and he has 
denied himself to visitors of every kind. 
His last public utterance was an article 
on the Boer war published last autumn, 
in which he compared the case of the 
Outlanders with that of the British be- 
fore the time of Cromwell. 


John Allen, of Chicago, believes he has 
solved the problem of aerial navigation, 
and, like so many other inventors of air- 
ships before him, feels confident the air- 
ship will be a great success. He is not a 
young man, but he is filled with the en- 
thusiasm of the inventor and willing to 
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JOHN ALLEN. 
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sacrifice everything to the realization 
of his pet idea. 

Mr. Allen is an excellent mechanic, 
and, as he lacks the means to have his 
models built by others, he makes them 
himself. For the privilege of using the 
tools and appliances of J. W. Smith, a 
gun and locksmith and repairer of bi- 
cycles, sewing machines and electrical 
apparatus, he works in Smith’s shop 
during the day and devotes his evenings 
and sometimes his nights to the perfec- 
tion of his invention. 

Most of his work is done in the room 
adjoining the shop. There he studies over 
his detail drawings, general designs, and 
there he experiments with primitive 
models of parts of his invention. So far 
the airship is still unborn. Even the 
drawings are by no means completed, 
but Mr. Allen has no doubt of the suc- 
cess of his invention. He is a modest 
and reticent man, who is not easily in- 
duced to speak at all of his airship. 

According to the present status of the 
plans the aerial conveyance will consist 
of a fish-shaped balloon, sufficiently 
large to carry the steering and propelling 
machinery and about twenty-five .ty 
thirty persons. The machinery will be 
contained in the car suspended from the 
balloon. The power tobe used for driv- 
ing the propellers and the steering ap- 
paratus will be electricity, but the detail 
of that part of the invention has not 
been definitely settled. 

Underneath the car a lifeboat will be 
suspended, which will be useful if the 
airship’ should alight on the water of the 
lakes or the ocean. The balloon, which 
will be about forty feet long, will consist 
of a silk shell, containing a large num- 
ber of smail gas balloons. 

Mr. Allen has been working on his in- 
vention for over two months, and is sup- 
posed to have received positive assur- 
ance of financial backing if his model 
should work successfully. 


The Deluge Begins. 

Baltimore Herald: We knew that it was 
coming. In fact, we predicted it, though 
without pretense of prophesying. In com- 
menting upon the Louisiana lynching, The 
N. Y., Record says: 

‘White murderers in the south continue 
to lynch negroes on various charges 
which may or may not be true. If a big 
dose of retribution should be visited upon 
the whites some day, these cowardly and 
bloodthirsty white wretches who make up 
negro lynching bees should be held re- 
sponsible. Cowardice seems to be sup- 
planting chivalry to a notable degree 
throughout the south.’’ 

The Record is far removed from the 
scene of the trouble and knows little act- 
ually of the conditions. Since the lynch- 
ing occurred it has developed that the 
victims were members of a black Mafia 
which marked white men for slaughter.

CRENSHAW TELLS OF FIGHT 


Came Down Yesterday. To Attend 
Meeting of Commission. 


BORE MARKS OF ENCOUNTER 


Says Conductor Kirkland Drew His 
Knife, Whereupon He Knocked 
Him Down. : 


Chairman T. C. Crenshaw, of the rail- 
road commission, came to the city yes- 
terday morning from Marietta to attend 
a meeting of that body. 

Chairman Crenshaw bore the marks of 
his encounter with Pullman Conductor 
J. H. Kirkland. He had several gashes 
on his face, and was also cut in the 
back. The wounds, however, were not 
of so serious a nature as to prevent Colo- 
nel Crenshaw from attending the meet- 
ing of the commission yesterday. 

In speaking of the affair, Colonel Cren- 


sleeper of train No. 52 on the Western 
and Atlantic railroad on June 27th. 

“I was looking out the window as the 
train approached Marietta,’’ Colonel Cren- 
shaw stated, “and the conductor came 
up to me and said something. I did not 
understand what he said, and asked him 
what I could do for him. His reply was 
made in a gruff and angry manner, and 
still not understanding what he said, I 
asked him again. He then replied: ‘If 
you were a gentleman you would either 
show me your pass or get out of this 
car.’ 

“I had intended showing him my pass 
and so told him, but as he had used such 
insulting language toward me, I told him 
I would not do so, intending to leave 
the car as soon as he stopped talking. 
I threatened to report him to the super- 
intendent and he said he did not care a 
damn what I did. 

“The conductor repeated his statement 
that if I was a ~entleman I would show 
him my pass and I told him if he did so 
again I would slap his face. He drew 
his knife, ogened it and said: ‘You are 
ne gentleman; you have been in the habit 
of insulting conductors.’ 

“IT called him a liar, and he replied: 
‘You are a damned lying — —,’ and as I 
got up to strike him he stabbed me in 
the face. I knocked him across the car 
with my fist and he came at me again. I 
hit him again, knocking him nearly 
through the glass window. I lost my 
balance and fell, whereupon he began 
stabbing me in the back. He continued 
to cut me, ripping my clothes and cut- 
ting my suspenders in two. I finalliv 
reached for a piece of the broken glass 
from the window and cvt him in the 
face. He then ran to the end of the car 
and locked himself in.’’ 

Colonel Crenshaw then got off the car 
ai Marietta and had his wounds dressed. 

The conductor has not given his side 
of the storv vet, but one of the conduc- 
tors on the Western and Atlantic said 
vesterday that Kirkland claims to have 
asked Colonel Crenshaw for his pass and 
the latter replied that he had it and his 
word was sufficient. The conductor said 
that words followed upon this. which led 
to the fight. :

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HELD FOR MURDER 


Coroner's Inquest in DeBray Mur. 
der Case Terminates 


TOM HAMMOND PRINCIPAL 


He Is Charged with Firing the Fatal 
Shot—Jim Hrwin, Oscar and 
Ike Hammond Held as 
Accessories—Harry 
Baker Testifies. 


The coroner’s jury, after several days 
of investigation into the murder of Po- 
lice nan E. H. DeBray, yesterday morn- 
ing rendered a verdict, holding respon- 
sible for the crime the four negroes who 
weré arrested shortly after the killing. 

Under the verdict, Tom Hammond 
is held on the charge of having fired the 
fatal shot, and Jim Erwin, Oscar Ham- 
mond and Ike Hammond are held as ac- 
cessories. Ike Hammond is the negro 
who is alleged to have piloted the offi- 
cer to the scene of his murder. After the 
adjournment of the coroner’s jury the 
prisoners were removed from the police 
station and locked in the Tower, where 
they will be confined pending their trial 
in the superior court. 

The negroes will, in all probabi'tty, not 
be tried until fall, although Judge John 
S. Candler may call a special session of 
the superior court for that purpose. The 
grand jury for the spring term adjourned 
yesterday morning and a new grand jury 
wil} not be selected until the fall term. 

The following is the verdict of the jury: 

“We, the jury, recommend that Tom 
Hammond be held for the murder of E. 
H. DeBray, and that Oscar and Ike Ham- 
mond and Jim Erwin be held as accessor- 
les in the murder of E. H. DeBray.”’ 

The session of the coroner’s jury yes- 
terday was open and largely attended. 
The evidence introduced was very dam- 
aging and tended to place the four ne- 
groes near the scene of- the murder on 
that night and to show that they com- 
posed the crowd, one of which murdered 
the officer. 

Harry Baker, the white boy who has 
proved to be an important witness against 
the negroes, was before the jury and re- 
iterated the story he first told to the po- 
lice. He stated that he had gone to 
West End on the night of the tragedy 
and at the corner of Gordon and Lee 
streets passed four negroes engaged in 
conversation, 

It was then that the boy says he heard 
the negroes plotting to kill some one. They 
appeared to be in a hurry to finish the 
job. Two or three days later the boy 
heard that a@ policeman led been killed 
and his sister, he says, advised hint to 
tell his story to the police. Later dur- 
ing the hearing the boy positively identi- 
fied the four prisoners ds the negroes 
who were plotting a foul crime on the 
night Officer DeBray was shot to death. 

Mr. and Mrs. Edgar Porter, who re- 
side in Inman Park, and who were pas- 
sengers on the car which was standing 
near the scene of the tragedy, were also 
witnesses. Mr. Porter could not identifv 
the prisoners as the negroes impticated 
in the murder, but Mrs. Porter pointed 
out Jim Erwin as one of the crowd. She 
did not think Tom Hammond was as 
heavy as the murderer. 

Wade Griffin, a negro, testified to see- 
ing the negroes together on Peters street 
on the night of the murder. He said he 
was in the rear of a saloon drinking 
whisky and that Tom Hammond took 
{t away from him. He said he secured 
a stick and intended to strike Hammond. 
but that Jim Erwin drew a pistol and 
frightened him away. 

Maud Adams, a negro woman, testified 
that she was with Ike Hammond when 
he joined Officer DeBray, and she stated 
that she had seen Oscar Hefgmond walt 
out Gordon street a short time before Of- 
ficer DeBray and Ike Hammond went in 
that direction. 

The prisoners were handcuffed and 
marched to the office of detectives 
from the cell department, and there they 
were identified by the witnesses. Dete R- 
tives Lanford and White, who have been 
at work on the case, had the prisoners in 
charge. Detective Sergeant Harvey Bed- 
ford and the police are confident that the 
zullty parties are behind the bars.

PACKING HOUSES WENT UP 
ON AMMONIA PRODUCTS 


Armour & Co. and Swift & Co. Rap- 
idly Forging Ahead in the Fer- 
tilizer Field—Virginia-Car- 
olina Company Must 
Get Its Ammonia 


There is every indication of an impend- 
ing fight in the fertilizer industry, ac- 
cording to reports current in Atlanta, and 
one which promises to assume gigantic 


proportions. 

The promised trouble has been brought 
on by the entry into the fertilizer field 
of the big packing houses, particularly 
Armour & Co. and Swift & Co., and it is 
between these concerns on the one hand 
and the Virginia-Carolina Chemical Com- 
pany, which controls the greater part of 
the fertilizer output of the south, on the 


The trouble grows out of the fact that 
Armour & Co. and Swift & Co. have 
been gradually putting up the price of 
tankage- and dried blood to the Virginia- 
Carolina company for the past year or 
more. These by-products of the packing 
houses are the chief sources of ammonia 
for plant food, and they are also consid- 
ered the best and most. satisfactory 


sources. 

The advance in the price of these ma- 
terials to the Virginia-Carolina company 
has kept pace. with the movements of 
these big packing companies in making 
headway into the field of fertilizer man- 
ufacturing, and it is presumed to be 
their intention to use the whole of these 
materials themselves. 

The Swift Fertilizer Company has had 
a large plant located in Atlanta for some 
time, and as has been stated in The Con- 
stitution, Armour & Co. are now engaged 
in building near the city a fertilizer plant 
to cost about half a million dollars, and 
of 80,000 tons capacity. 
companies own and operate fertilizer 
plants in other sections of the country, 
and they are rapidly forging their way 
forward in this big industry. 

Must Protect Itself. 

Under these circumstances the Virginia- 
Carolina company finds itself put to the 
necessity of taking steps for its own pro- 
tection, ; 

The only other practicable and availa- 
ble source for ammonia for plant food, 
except, perhaps, nitrate of soda, which is 
expensive, is cgtton seed meal, and that 
is the product to which the Virginia- 
Carolina company is turning for its sup- 
ply. While not considered quite so good 
a source of ammonia for plant food as 
tankage and dried blood, it is abundant 
and it is said equally good results can be 
obtained. 

The Virginia-Carolina company has be- 
gun, therefore, to buy up cotton seed oil 
mills. The company -has recently pur- 
chased the Interstate cotton seed oil mill 
at Augusta, at a cost, it is said, of $150,- 
000. It has also bought the four mills be- 
longing to the Atlantic Oil Company, in 
South Carolina, and several others. Be- 
sides these, it has options, it is stated, 
on half a dozen other oil mills which are 
not included in the Southern Cotton Oil 
Company. 

It is also reported that the Virginia- 
Carolina company will take part in the 
movement to organize the cotton seed oll 
industry, under the name of the National 
Cotton Oil Company, and through this 
means may also be able to control the 
cotton seed meal by-product. 

May Mean Much to Georgia. 

It can readily be seen what a struggle 
between the fertilizer manufacturers such 
a situation of affairs as this might bring 
on. It is possible for it to result in great- 
ly reduced prices, which would mean 
much to the planters of Georgia and the 
other states of the south. 

In 1900 Georgia consumed 412,755 tons of 
fertilizers. Though the figures for 191 
have not yet been given out by the de- 
partment of agriculture, it is said that 
the consumption this year has amounted 
to about 500,000 tons, or 75,000 tons more 
than was ever used in the state before 
in one year. The largest year prior to the 
present was 1898, when about 425,000 tons 
were consumed. Georgia is the largest 
consumer of fertilizers among the south- 
ern states, and the planters of the state 
would unquestionably welcome a struggle 
between these great combinations which 
would result in lower prices. 

The officials of the Virginia-Carolina 
company in the city were seen with re- 
gard to the matter yesterday, but they 
stated that all affairs of this nature were 
handled from Richmond, where the com- 
pany’s main office is located. F. B. 
Dancy, the local manager for the com- 
pany, is now in Richmond on business. 

A gentleman who knows something 
about the situation and is cognizant of 
the foregoing facts, said: 

“You may depend upon it, the Virginia- 
Carolina company is not going to be, left 
outside. It will take every measure nec- 
essary for self-protection, and there is 
no doubt what the purchase of the cot- 
ton seed oil mills means. These pur- 
chases have been noted in the papers and 
it has been known for some time that 
such steps were being taken.”

Inspector Asks to Condemn Three

SAYS CONDITION 1S BAD 


Politics Caused Insubordination, 
Says Richardson—Citizens Near 
Crematory Make Com- 
plaint—Menace to 
Their Health. 


The board of health held a lively ses- 
sion vesterday afternoon and discussed 
three important matters, Inspector V. 
M1. Barret, who has been assigned to the 
vork of inspecting the dairies in and 
»bout the city to see that they were kept 
tin first-class sanitary condition, submit- 
ted a repor: showing the number of 
dairies he had inspected between June 7th 
and 2th. Of the total number of dairies 
inspected he found sixty-nine in good sun- 
itary condition end seventeen dirty and 
not in fit condition. He asked permission 
cf the board to condemn three others— 
cne Kept by J. J. Mayfield, another by T. 
P. Hill near Decatur, and the third by J. 
M. Nelms, on the East Atlanta road. In- 
spector Barrctt said that he bad visited 
these Gairies twice -and that their pro- 
prietors had not complied with the regu- 
lations of the board or his instructions 
in improving the scnitary condition of 
their places. Chief Hope wag instructed 
to visit the three places numed, and un- 
less they are put jn fit condition the board 
will revoKe the dairymen’s licenses. In 
ccmplance with a recent regulation 
framed by the boanl 298 dairymen have 
legistered and taken out permits. 
_Chiet Hope’s ser i-moutniy report 
formed the basis for a lively speech by 
Dr. Richardson. Chief Hope stated that 
he had disclargeG &. At Wright and W. 
A. Babb for insubordination. Habb is a 
woodworke- in the department. Dr. P-n- 
son, who was in the cnair, said that Babb 
wanted to give his side of the case and 
asked the bcard to hear him. Dr. Ricn- 
ardson objected. He egaid:

Its principal office 
will be in Atlanta, and the capital stock 
is to be $500,000, with the privilege of in- 
creasing it as the stockholders see fit. 

The petition for charter states that the 
new line wili probably run through the 
eounties of Fulton; Campbell, Douglas, 
Carroll ani Heard to the Alabama line, 
and then on. to Birmingham.

The charter was secured through King 
& Spalding as attorneys. Mr. Spalding, 
who appears ef one of the incorporators, 
was asked vesterday what was back of 
the movement, and when the company 
expected to build. 

“T can only say,” he replied, ‘‘that we 
secured the charter at the instafice of a 
well known and reputable firm of New 
York lawyers, who hr.ve paid all the nec- 
essary expenses. I am not at liberty to 
mention the name ‘of the firm nor the 
clients they yvepresent. I am satisfied, 
however, that it is a bona fide movement, 
and I certainly expect to see the road 
buillt.”’ 

Mr. Spalding would give no further par- 
ticulars relative to the matter.

W. E. Small & Co.’s. Cotton Letter. 


New York. June 28.—On the break in Liver- 
pool this morning mcre cotton came on the 
market here. Reports of further -ains in many 
sections, with indications of showers tomorrow 
left the market without support, and new lew 
records were made. A great deal of cotton has 
been sold this week, and with the exception of 
a few holders who bought cotton at 7c, most 
of the long interests have been climinated, but. 
it was not urtil after midday that professicn- 
als began to work for a reaction. While every- 
thing would point to a steadier market and to 
an upturn, the fear of general rainfall and 
crop improvement prevented aggressive support 
such as has been in evidence early in the 
month. But the pit developed more courage 
and the market strengthened during the after- 
noon. In the reports of rain received by the 
local exchange, only one point showed a pre- 
cipitation of over an inch. When it is con- 
sidered that two or three inches of rain is 
nothing in Texas, the rain so far is of very 
little help. All that section of the belt needs 
rain, a good soaking rain of several days’ du- 
ration, and the market will not be a-safe sale 
until all apprehension has been removed from 
the market. One of the best posted men in 
Galveston states that owirg to the dry weather 
all chances of making such a crop as last 
vear is gone. The most conservative mem- 
bers of the New York exchange are of the 
opinion that Texas cannot make any such crop 
as was made last year. Such prospects this 
early in the season are indicative of what can 
be expected lafer unless the situation smemres 
very materially. As was stated in yesterday’ 
letter, we do not look for much change in the 
market before the bureau report on Wednes- 
day. Prices should recover somewhat from 
here, and then there can be a setback. We 
cannot see what there is in the situation to 
sell the new crop months on. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, June 28.—Our cables state Liver- 
pool was affected by the reports of rain in 
Texas, which they evidently did not fully credit 
when the advices were first received. Certainly 
these foreign advices were a great surprise, as 
the market expected a reaction abroad after 
the steadier market of yesterday. Fur- 
ther showers are reported from Texas with in- 
dications by the government for local rains 
today and tomorrow. The temper is, however, 
distinctly bullish, and until further confirma- 
tion is received there will be Mttle disposition 
to look for lower prices. July is neglected, 
and if there is a large interest on the short 
side it is very pluckily and wel concealed. 
The advance in prices appears te uave checked 
the goods market for the moment, though all 
expect a good demand for goods because of our 
large wheat crop. 


CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, June 28.—The advance made in

Disappointing cables and excellent crop pros- 
pects were the features which caused a weak 
opening in the wheat pit. Early in the session 
the selling was quite general both for local 
and outside accounts, The buying, however, 
was confinéd mostly to profit taking shorts, 
who bought freely on the decline, and prices 
rallied somewhat. September opened %c lower 
at 66%@67c, and prices rallied somewhat, Sep- 
tember opened %c lower at 66%@67c, but 
dropped to 66% on commission house selling.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, June 28.—A strong advance in 
prices of stocks on the day of a failure of an 
important stock exchange house and on the 
day following a failure of a clearing house 
bank is an anomaly tn Wall street. The ac- 
tion of the market was the more notable as 
coming on practically the last day availabie 
for the money preparations for the dividend 
and interest disbursements, due on the first cf 
the month, which is Monday next. Stock mar- 
ket borrowing made on Friday carries over un- 
til Monday, This anomaly in the stock market 
is undoubtedly due im part to the fact that tne 
bears were over-confident in their anticipations 
of the effect of these factors. The eariy 
strength in the market was largely owing to 
the technical explanation that the accounts of 
the failed firm which were closed out under the 
rule were almost wholly on the short side of 
the market. That is to say, stocks had to be 
bought under the rule to close the contract, 
thus creating a forced demand for stocks which 
kept up the Prices. The firm’s accounts cov- 
ered a fair ‘assortment of about 15 of the 
principal speculative stocks on the exchange 
and the total number of shares bought in for 
their account amounted to 21,200, together 
with $11,000 par value of bonds. Apparently 
the only stock sold for their account was Gas 
and Electric Company of Bergen county, The 
promotion of this enterprise had been assiste4 
by the firm, and the common supposition in 
Wall street was that its securities figured in 
the collateral of the $1,600,000 loan by the 
Seventh National bank, which was the Cirect 
cause of that bank’s suspension, The severe 
condemnation expressed by the comptroller of 
the currency of the coljateral of that loan and 
implied by the clearing house commlfttee in 
their refusal to assist the bank, left very lit- 
tle demand for this stock when it was offered 
on exchange for the account of H. Marquad 
& Co. On Monday of this week it sold on the 
exchange at 101%, The first sale today of 300 
shares was at 30 cash. The next sale was at 
32 cash and the stock subsequently sold at 
4o~- regular sale. While the settlements of 
the firm’s stock exchange contracts was in 
progress, other business was almost at a 
standstill. The expectation among traders was 
that with the conclusion of the settlement 
prices would sag away again, but after the 
sales under the rule had ceased to make their 
appearance on the tape, the money rate be- 
gan to yleld under large offerings of loanable 
funds, Equally significant of the relaxation in 
the money sityation was the gharp recovery in 
Sterling and Berlin exchange. his was at- 
tributed to the fact that persons who antici- 
pated a need of money at the end of this week 
had oversupplied themselves from a too abund- 
ant caution and with the expiration this af- 
ternoon of the time when funds in hand would 
be required they let go part of their available 
supply of money. The covering’ movement in 
the last hour was the most active of the lay 
and resulted in establishing a final level of 
prices which is euite generally a point or more 
above last night. The most conspicuous stocks 
on the advance were Atchison and St. Paul, 
which gained 2% each. There were gains of 
2 points or over also by Louisville, Erie first

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INJURY 10 CROP 


Has Tended To Advance the Price of 
Cotton. 


GAIN IN COTTON GOODS HELD 


The Situation in the Business World 
Is Viewed with Confidence. 
Iron Prices Maintained. 


New York, June 28,—# G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

It does not follow because bad banking meth- 
ods have caused one of the smaller New York 
banks to closc its doors with attendant cir- 
cumstances that create discussion in Wall 
street, that general business is in any way 
affected by or at all responsible for the trouble. 
The country is undeniably prosperous, and with 
prospects of an abundant harvest to supply 
our own needs and increasing European defi- 
ciencies, the situation is viewed -with confi- 
dence. A few more labor disturbances have 
arisen, but others have been settled—notably, 
the dispute over the tin plate scale. Some 
disagreements in the coal regions at times as- 
sume a threatening aspect, but the troubles 
have been local and do not affect the mining 
industry. Reports from the country speak of 
a@ continued active movement of merchandise 
with the jobbing trade and embracing nearly 
all lines. 

The fiscal year closes with conditions in 
the iroa and coal tmdustry in marked con- 
trast to the situation at the corresponding date 
in 1900. Quotations were then receding rapid- 
ly without stimulating activity, idleness was 
th® rule at furnaces and mills and wage scales 
were under sefious discussion, with employers 
and laborers organizing far apart in their 
views. This year’s difficulty is experienced 
in stopping machinery long enough to make 
necessary repairs, prices are well maintained 
and steady without unreasonable inflation, 
while a su2zessful season makes it possible 
for many concerns to avoid controversy by 
voluntarily reducing hours er advancing wages, 
and evidences of serious disagreement are the 
exceptions. Construction proceeds at an un- 
Lridled pace so that structural material, build- 
crs’ hardware and kindred goods find ready 
purchasers. 

Railway facilities are inadequate to handle 
expanding traffic and shops are crowded with 
erders for new freight cars and other -equip- 
ments. 

Footwean forwardings from Boston have 
averag?d over 100,000 cases weekly for two 
months, raising the total for the half year to 
2.358,52! cases, according to weekly records 
of The Shoe and Leather Reporter. The largest 
previous total for the corresponding month was 
in 1900, and fell 154.151 cases short of the 
current year. Exports to Great Britain are 
a@ most satisfactory factor in the present move- 
ment. Some eastern shops are so well sup- 
plied with contracts that deliveries cannot be 
promised before September. Local manufac- 
turers are running on short time or closed for 
stock takings. Stocks in dealers’ hands are 
light, which gives the market a strong tone. 

Leather is active and firm with hemlock 
sole in good demand. Upper leather is selling 
freely, not equaling the activity in sole. Re- 
ceipts of imported dry hides are light and 
prices well sustained, while hides at Chicago 
have made further advances and holders are 
inclined to wait for still better terms. 

Wheat prospects are further improved 
throughout the entire producing region. More 
satisfactory to the producer than evidences of 
a banner yield is the failure of quotations to 
show commensurate decline, for there is good 
profit at the present prices. Foreign needs 
continue the sustaining influence. 

In four weeks, Atlantic exports, flour includ- 
ed, aggpegate 13,669,000 bushels, against |0,- 
980,076 last year and 8,934,638 in 1899, 
while Pacific exports were 3.505,400 bushels, 
compared with 2,753,978 in 1900 and 2,445,- 
740 two years ago. 

Corn is supported by reports of injury, and 
receipts are less than half last year, but the 
export movement is equally’ unsatisfactory. 

Wheels at textile mills are no longer generally 
idle. Improvement in all branches of this in- 
dustry has come with a rush and manu- 
facturers are. making up some earlier losses. 
Gains are more conspicuous -in the woolen 
goods division because depression had lasted 
longer and been more severe. As the raw ma- 
terial generally sought a lower level, mills re- 
stricted purchases in anticipation of better 
terms, except where orders for goods were se- 
cured. The clothing trade is now secking 
men’s wear woolens and worsteds and buyers 
find stocks Nght. Values have not yet har- 
dened, but there is: little thought of lower 
prices either for goods or raw \.ool. In knit 
goods jobbers are taking stock, after which 
activity is expected. 

Last week’s gain in cotton goods has been 
held, and there is more business than at any 
time this season. Prices are still unsatisfac- 
tory, especially in view of the further rise in 
raw material. Many reports of injury to grow- 
ing cotton tend to advance prices in the face of 
heavy receipts on the old crop. 

Failures for the week numbered 204 tn the 
United States, against 207 last year, and 23 
in Canada, agafnst 2! last year. 


Bradstreet’s Review. 


New York, Juns 28.—Bradstreet’'s tomorrow 
will say: 

Trade, crop and indgstrial developments 
this week have been largely favorable, tempo- 
rarily firmer money, due to July interest dis- 
bursement preparations and slight financial 
troubles, due to improper tusiness methods, 
not detracting from the generally satisfactory 
and confident feeling with which the half year 
in business closes. High temperatures have 
aided the distribution of seasonaDle goods at 
retail and stimulated reorder demands from 
wholesalers, although the volume of business 
has been limite! by small stocks. 

The cotton goods situation has gained rather 
than lost in strength, but the volume of busi- 
ness has been limited by the fact that sellers 
are not disposed to commit themselves, largely 
in view of the unsettled outlook for raw ma- 
terial prices. 

There is also a better tone in woolen goods, 
and this is reflected in firmer quotations for 
the finer grades of raw material. 

Boot and shoe shipments are well up to the 
maximum, again exceeding 100,000 cases from 
eastern points for the week, while the margin 
in favor of this year’s shipments continues to 
grow. 

Export demand for leather continues good and 
there is reported an active competition for 
goat skins, between domestic and foreign 
buyers. 

Iron and steel show few notably new features. 
The price of Bessemer pig has been definitely 
fixed for the third quarter of the year and no 
doubt exists that a heavy business has recently 
been done. Foundry pig is rather quiet, and on 
the whole is not strong. The machinist strike 
has unquestionably hurt this line of business, 
but this trouble appears to be subsiding, and 
the settlement of the tin plate scale, an ad- 
vance being conceded the working men, leads 
to the expectation that other branches of 
trade will reach a like amicable settlement 
with their employers. Advices from British 
markets are that American steel billets are 
being offered at very low prices, which, in 
view of the strength of billets at home, may be 
taken to indicate that American manufactures 
are in the «xport business to stay. 

Seasonable weather has come to the aid of 
corn, and that great staple has made good 
progres3, although still undeniably backward. 
~ Winter wheat-harvesting has progressed under 
exceptionably favorable conditions, and _ re- 
ports as to quantity and quality confirm earlier 
sanguina. conditions. 

Cotton crop prospects have also improved, 
particularly in the south Atlantic states, but 
showers in Texas have not yet put the plants 
in that section cut of danger from dry weather. 

For the week prices, except for the leading 
cereals end cotton, show little change. Early 
liquidation, due to continuea favorable crop 
reports, gave way to a firmer feeling in wheat 
and corn because of renewed advices of wide- 
spread crop impairment in Europe, particularly 
in Russia 6nd France, but weakness on liqui- 
dation succeeding, lost all of the gain. Corn 
moved in sympathy with wheat, but with a 
net advance on the week, however. 

Wheat, including flour, shipments for the 
week aggregate 4,364,147 bushels, against 
5,520,831 last week, 3,184,144 
corresponding week of 1900 
998 in 1899 and 4,716,401 
From July Ist to date, this season, wheat ex- 
ports ore 215,876,361! bushels, against |99,- 
664,280 last season, and 126,462,474 in 
1898-99. 

Corn exports for the week aggregate 2,455.- 
460 bushels, against 2.435.487 last week, 
4,000,564 in the week a year ago, 4.482.116 
in 1899 and 2,601,560 in 1898. From July 
Isc. to date, this season, corn exports are 
175,537,409 bushels, against 202,769,574 last 
searon and 170,781,268 in 1898-99. 

Failures for the week in the United States 
nnmber (96, against 188° last week, 185 in 
this week a year ago, 158 in 1899, 173 in 
1898 and 225 in 1897. Canadian failures for 
the week number 20, against 26 last week, [8 
in this week a year ago, 23 in 1899, 22 in 
1898 and 33 in |897.

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JUDGE LUMPKIN 
DECLARES DIVIDEND 


Shareholders of Southern Mutual To 
Receive Ten Per Cont on Stock. 


PAYMENT BEGINS AUGUST 1 


Non-Borrowing Stockholders Will 
Receive Dividend in Cash. 


BORROWERS WILL RECEIVE CREDIT 


Payment To Be Made on Presenta- 
tion of Certificates—$1,000 Or- 
dered Paid for Court Expenses. 


In an order issued yesterday morning 
Judge J. H. Lumpkin declared a 10 per 
cent dividend to be paid to the stock- 
holders of the Southern Mutual Building 
and Loan Association. The payment is 
to begin August ist of the present year, 
and the amount in the hands of the re- 
ceivers, including the assets, and the 
amounts afterwards received, are to he 
distributed pro rata among the stockhold- 
ers according to the amounts standing to 
their credit. 

The order specifies that the non-borrow- 
ing shareholders are to receive payment 
in cash and the borrowing stocknolders 
are to receive a credit of 10 per c?nt upon 
such part of the stock as is still aeld by 
them. 

The. order states that the receivers, 
Judge James A. Anderson and M. A. 
O’Byrne, now have sufficient funds on 
hand to declare a 10 per cent dividend. 
The payment is to be made on presenta- 
tion of the certificates of stock. The re- 
ceivers are authorized to make payment 
or to credit the dividend in cases of the 
loss or destruction of the certificates, pro- 
vided satisfactory proof is presented. 

Judge Lumpkin also overruled all of the 
exceptions to the auditor’s report made 
by the advanced or borrowing members 
of the. association. He réndered judgment 
in favor of the receivers against all ad- 
vanced ‘or borrowing stockholders or 
members of the association for the 
amounts found due by each by the audi- 
tor; not only a genera] but special judg- 
ment in each instance. The equity of re- 
demption of each of the borrowers in and 
to the property deeded, mortgaged or 
transferred to secure an advance is fore- 
closed and forever barred. 

Exceptions Are Overruled. 

Judgment is also rendered against the 
advanced or borrowing members for $20, 
the equitable taxation of cost against 
them*to date, The exceptions filed by the 
stockholders, claiming to have given no- 
tice of withdfawal, are overruled. Under 


holders and ‘do not become creditors. It 
is adjudged that each pay the cost of his 


own intervention. 

Judge Lumpkin sustained the excep- 
tions filed by the stockholders holding 
certificates, whether paid up or not, guar- 
anteeing dividends, to the effect that they 
were in the nature of creditors and en- 
titled to preference of payment out of the 
assets. They are regarded as stockhold- 
ers and not creditors am@vare entitled to 
share in the distribution, of the assets. 

The exceptions filed by the Bates-Far- 
ley Savings Bank were also sustained and 
the bank was dismissed as a party to the 
case. The auditor’s report in respect to 
the American Building and Loan Com- 
pany is made the decree of the court and 
it is dismissed from the proceedings. 

The exceptions made by both sides to 
the report of the auditor in the interven- 
tion of Mrs. L. B. Dismuke, claiming to 
have the rights of a creditor, were over- 
ruled and the finding of the auditor was 
made the decree of the court. 

It was ordered that upon the borrowers 
paying the amount of the judgment 
against them, they will be entitled to 
share in any distribution of the funds 
upon the stock transferred by them to the 
association to secure loans or held by 
them, other than premium stock, wit 
the general stockholders and the non- 
borrowing stockholders, provided no sums 
be paid borrowers in arrears to the as- 
sociation on account of any stock held by 
them. Such borrowers shall be credited 
upon the loans with equal percentage as 
fixed by any dividend which may now or 
hereafter be declared by the court upon 
the amount of their stock, other than pre- 
mium stock, to that allowed non-borrow- 


ing stockholders. 
ft was also ordered that $1,000 be, paid 


to Clerk Arnold Broyles,-of the superior 
court, to defray court expenses.
